TWO OBJECTS OF THE LIQUOR 
DEALERS’ OONVENTION. 

HIS AMBITION AND THEIR PROTECTION 
TO BE FURTHERED BY THEIR SUP- 
PORT OF HIS PARTY IN THIS STATE. 


ROcHESTER, N. Y., Sept, 3.—The appearance 
in this usually peaceful but bibuious town of 
400 ardent liquor dealers, drawn together for 
the purpose of celebrating the seventh annual 
convention of the Wine, Liquor, and Beer Deal- 
ers’ Association of the State of New-York, fails 
to attract that attemtion in the State’ at large 
which such an event ought. This centraliza- 
tion of power is one of the signs of the simes. 
It is not remarkable that the liquor dealers of 
the State should join the procession, but it 1s 
extraordinary that their movements should be 
guided, their principles outlived, and their 
policy directed by a pillar of the Democracy who 
reads Thomas Jefferson in the morning and 
Martin Van Buren at nizht—the whisky dealers’ 
original friend, David B, Kill. 

The liquor men are playing great politics this 
year. They do not propose to proglaim them- 
selves as the friends of Gov. Hill, in their plat- 
form, atleast. The members of the Executive 
Committee who are here say so. These gentie- 


oppose aby motion made to that end in the 
convention. They are satisfied with the 
call which Gov, Hill promulgated through the 
Democratic State Committee at Saratoga a fort- 
night ago. They are much pleased with that 
call. They frankly say that Gov. Hill can 
pay them no higher compliment than to 
run the Democratic Party for their benefit. 
They realize that since last Fall the better ele- 
ment in the party is protesting against their 


dominant infinence in the counsels of the party. 
It is no secret that the most independent and 

rogressive men in Tammany Hall—and THE 
IMES made it public last June—have served 
notice on the leaders of that organization that 
the time bas come for the Demovratic Party to 
put an end to the arrogant dictation of rum- 
sellers and the friends of rumseilers. 

Thus it is that the liquor men now here are 
talking with discretion. None of the vaunting 
boasts that characterized the preliminaries to 
the Buftaio Convention of last year have been 
heard here. They realize that they have a 
triend at Albany who, though unable to formv- 
late or expedite legislation, is in a positiou to 
protect them from harm at % ,V00 @ protec- 
tion. So the situation resolves itself down 
about to this: 

The liquor dealers this Fall will refrain from 
any appearance of running the Democratic Par- 
ty, contented with Gov. Hili’s assurance, as 
proclaimed in his sour-mash call, that he will 
run the Democratic Party in their interest, ac- 
cording to his latest revised programme. 

And just here is opeved a vista in State 
politics whick has been called to THE TIMES’S 
correspondent’s attention by more than one 
Democrat in the State. Is Gov. Hill destruus 
of breaking witn Tammany Hall? Denials may 
be made, but it comes from the best authority 
that Mayor Grant addressed a letter to Gov. 
Hill within a fortnight after the adjournment 
of the Legislature in which he accused the Gov- 
ernor of double-dealing and of selling out Tam- 
many Hall by his veto of the deal bills. He 
charged the Governor with having put Tam- 
many ina false position and of having attempted 
to make political capital at the expense of Tam- 
many Hall Owing to the influence of Messrs, 
Croker and Gilroy the letter was never sent, 
Another curious coincidence is that Gov. Hili 
was conspicuous by his absence from Tammany 
Hail on the Fourth of July, while the pleasant 
little yachtune excursions to a favorite Tam- 
many resort up the Sound, which was a feature 
of last year’s campaign, have been conspicuous 
by their absence this Summer. 

“If the Governor concludes to break with 
Tammany,” said one of the best-informed Dem- 
ocrats in the State to-day, ‘‘he will use this 
liquor dealers’ association -as the club, The 
Governor has been sedulously ienaying Ameri- 
can political history ever since last Fall, and ia 
acquainting himself with the methodsof former 
Democratic candidates... He has made the dis- 
covery, and ~it- has. prodaced a great: effecton 


inee of recent years has had the opposition of 
Tammany Hall and obtained the honor in spite 
of that opposition, Gov. Hill is aware of Tam- 
many’s dislike of prominence given to the rum 

ower, and yet we see the anomaly of his turn- 
ng his back on the old Tammany organization 
and cordially extending his hand to the liquor 
dealers.” 

It 1s certainly a strange sight, and the devel- 
opment will be looked ror. 

The 400 delegates to the convention are near- 
ly all intown. The New-York, Kings, Albany, 
Troy, Syracuse, and Buffalo contingents arrived 
here to-night. and the sweat box, Maennerchor 
Hall, where they will assemble in convention 
to-morrow, presents & gay scene with its lavish 
decorations of bunting and American flags from 
the ceiling, walls, and stage. The Executive 
Committee has had a perenne time of it. The 
past two days have been the hottest and mug- 
giest of the year. The Executive Comunittee 
has had the full benefit ot the heat. It takes 
the committee two days to receive the reports 
from the 500 organizations in the State, arrange 
for the new platform, scrutinize the applica- 
tions of new members, and tay out the general 
work of the convention. 

The committee has gone at its work at 10in 
the morning and kept at it, with slight inter- 
missions, until midnight. Itis supposed to sit 
with closed doors. Asa matter of fact, every- 
thing is open, even tothe necks of the bottles 
that adorn the centre table. The committee 
sits inits shirt sleeves, it wraps a handker- 
chief about its neck, works a fan assiduously, 
mops itself with all the extra handkerchiefs. 
and talks in a loud tone, the tenor of which 
is, **Organize, organize.” It is looking three 
years ahead, and the bald-headed man behind 
the bar who is guiding the committee’s move- 
ments keeps his eyes far ahead while whisper- 
ing, ‘* Organize!” 

Thus it ig that ten members of the Executive 
Committee have made a canvass of the State 
for the purpose of organizing branch concerns 
in the small towns and villages. This organiza- 
tion already boasts of a membership of 15,000, 
all voters, it must be remembered. Its members 
predict that they will add 5,000 more by the 
time of the meeting of the next con- 
vention. To accomplish this end a rad- 
ical change has been prepared for the 
constitution. As it is now, only these aaso- 
eiations having a bona tide membership of 
twenty-five and not exceeding fifty shall be en- 
titled to representatives in the State Conven- 
tions. The pumber allowed is three. Many 
worthy delegates are thus barred out. To give 
all worthy rumsellers a chance tne constitu- 
tion is to be amended so that any town with an 
association of the membership of twenty-five or 
under shall be allowed representation on the 
payment of 1 per cent. per capita. 

The convention will be calied to order at 10 
o’cleck to-morrow. There was some question 
to-night whether the proceedings would be 
opened with prayer or not, Some of the dele- 
guter thought it would lend tone to the gatner- 
ing. Mayor Parsons of this town will make an 
address. The liquor dealers always shrewdly 
select a@ town where there is a Republican 
Mayor who is friendly enough to them to ap- 

ear and offer them the freedom of the city. 

ast year it was Mayor Becker of Buffalo. 

A hot — 1s going on for the Presidency. 
My. B. T. Kearns of Brooklyn, who has served 
two years, voluntarily retires.

THE PORK DEAL AGAIN. 





“OLD HUTCH” DISAGREES WITH THE 
ATTORNEY OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—The pork deal again came 
to the front to-day., It waa not particularly 
active, but a@ movement that led to an iuter- 
pretation of the rule regarding the delivery of 
October-made product reveaied the mysterious 
hand at the screws. Sutiicient influence was 
brought to induce the authorities of the Board 
of Trade to submit to Judge Sidney Smith, the 
attorney of the board, for interpretation the 
question in dispute as to the reguilar- 
ity of pork packed Oct. 1 for delivery 
on the futures for that month As his decision 
was posted for the information of the members 
yesterday, it naturally occasioned more or less 
discussion. In the discussion Hutchinson quick- 
ly showed hie hand, and as he immediately or- 

ered his brokers to enter the pit ard look after 
the market, the fact was established beyond 
question that ‘‘Old Hutch” was the mysterious 
individual. He, instead of Armour, was the 
man who had ghe nerve to “copper” the Eng- 
lish packers in their selling of October pork, 
and who was determined to fight the matter 
through to the bitter end. Judge Smith has 
favored the shorts in his decision, which was as 
follows: 

“Under section 4 of Rule 25 pork packed and in 
barrels on and about Oct. 1, and place: in approved 
ice storage, and prepared and packed as required 
by the regulations relative to barreled or mess 
pork, is regular and deliverableion contracts, and it 

§ hot necessary that such pork shall remain in ice 
storage for thirty days or any number of days be- 
fore it can be considered regalar for delivery. 

Judge Smith’s interpretation of the knotty 
rule made two sides in the market. The Oc- 
tober shorts, of course, said it was the correct 
one, but Hutchinson declared it.was neitver 
good law nor common sense. Pork requiring 
ice storage to preserve it, he claimed, was not 
merchantable property, and consequently 
could not be a proper delivery on a contract. 
When property was bought for forward deliv- 
ery the buyer naturally oe merchantable 

roperty, and anything short of that was a 

raud upon him. Merchantable property, Hutoh- 
inson declared, was what the buyer. wanted and 
expected, and notwithstanding. Judge Smith’s 
decision the courts woula sustain him in his 
demand. in his condemnation of the position 
taken by the board’s attorney :Hutchinson was 
supported by a good many disinterested traders. 
Hutchinson gave free sen -apuerefh his mina, 





and meade the Englishmen ‘up 
aid not intend ‘to: submit’ to 
final disposition of the matter... He had b bt: 
pork—merchantable:pork—for Qctober, 
that moath would only accept the same. No 
ice-storage property would meet: bis. wants or 
‘suit his purposes unless some higher authority 
than Judge Smith decided otherwise, 

The interest taken in the October made the 
pork question naturally overshadow every- 
thing connected with the product market. 
Hutokbinson’s brokers took charge of October 
pork, but in general speculation there was 
neither spirit nor freedom. Judge Smith’s de- 
cision made October shorts in pork independ- 
ent, and in January articles, as well as in the 
trade generally, there was more or less reluc- 
tance to take sides.

OUR MINISTER TO THE NETHERLANDS 
CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 


81. Paul, Minn., Sept. 3.—The Minneapolis 
Daglig Tidende, Democratic, calls on the Hon. 
Samuel R. Thayer, Minister to the Netherlands, 
to account for what it declares to be misinfor- 
mation or misrepresentation of facts in his 
effort to show that protection is making 
progress in Sweden. The 7idende says: 

“It would appear that Sweden, which has 
long been the home of free trade, had at the last 
election become strong for protection; that the 
people of Sweden wanted protection, ana 
for that reason elected their represent- 
alive. accordingly. The last election was 
victorious for the protective narty, 
but under very peculiar circumstances, 
The minority. candidates, who were Protection- 
ists, went in instead of the majority. Tne 
reason is this, there isa lawin Sweden which 
says no representative can be legally elected 
to the Riksdag unless he be free from all tax 
debts. Now, one of the free trade candidates 
owed a couple of kroner tax, which tact 
was soon found out by the opposition, and the 
whole free trade representation that was 
elected in Stockholm was thrown out, because 
another law expressly states that the whole 
ticket is illegal if one of the ticket is found to 
be ineligible. The Swedish Riksdags lost twenty 
low-tariff men on this account. No one can 
) fairly make protection capital out of this.” 





PRICE ELECTED OONGRESSMAN. 
Ngw-ORLEANS, Sept. 3.—Up to midnight only 
two parishes of the twelve in the Third Con- 
gressional District had rendered full returns, 
but enough straggling polls was received to 
show that Price is elected by upward of 5,000 
majority. Minor carries Terrebonne by about 


300 majority and Iberville by about 1,200, All 
the other parishes give large majorities for 
Price. No disturbances are reported, except at 
Franklin, where a Deputy Marshal was shot and 
seriously wounded. A notable fact is that in 
Jennings and other settlements in Caleasie Par- 
ish, where hundreds of white Republicans from 
the Northwest had settled, Price carried off all 
their votes. Congressman Burrows of Michi- 
gan took a look at the situation and went away 
yesterday. Congressmen Rowell of Illinois and 
Peters of Kansas, who witnessed the election 
in New-Iberia and Lafourche respectively, atart 
to-morrow for a trip to the jetties with Gov. 
Warmoth, and will return North Thursday.

HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 3.—Judging from 
present indications, the Democratic Conven- 
tion, which will meet here to-morrow, will show 
little improvement over that of the Republicans 
as regards tameness. There is little or no con- 
test for the/nomination for State Treasurer, 
which is generaily conceded to ex-Collector Ed- 
Chairman 
Kisner of the State Committee is here, as are 
also most of the delegates, but in the absence 
of a contest there is none of the excitement 
usually inseparable from Democratic Convem 
tions. Among ti leaders of the party here are 
ex-Lieut. Gov. Chauncey F. Black of York, ex- 
Chairman Hensel of Lancaster, P. Gray Meek 
of Centre, Col. Thomas Calfont of Mentour, and 
VCongressman Kerr of Clearfield. It is said that 
William L. Scott is ill in New-York, and con- 


eequently be cannot be here, but his private 
secretary, Capt. Willlam McClelland, is on the 
ground. . 

Samuel F. Wherry of Cumberland will ne 
temporary Chairman of the couvention, and 
ex-Senator Fertig of Crawford is spoken of as 
permanent Chairman. Among those men ioned 
in connection with the Treasurership, in addi- 
tion to Mr. Bixler, are Capt. Clay of Elk and 
ex-Senator Humes ot Crawford. Clay is nota 
candidate, but his friends desire to. give him a 
complimentary vote, As for Humes, though he 
is ambitious of the honor, he has not the ghost 
of a chance of success. 

At a meeting of the State Committee this 
evening a number of changes in the rules gov- 
erning the party were xdopted. One is that the 
terms of County Chairmen sball begin and end 
Jan. 1 of each year, anu that the County Chair- 
men shall constitute the State Comm ttee, ex- 
cept when there is more than one Senator in a 
coanty, When each Seratorial district shall be 
represented. The State is to be divided into 
nine divisions, and the Chairmen of the County 
Committee in each division shall meet and 
elect a division Chairman, the nine division 
Chairmen so elected to constitute the Executive 
Committee of the State Central Committee. 





ANOTHER PKIZE CREW OF ONE. 


MORE SEIZURES OF SEALING VESSELS IN 
BEHRING SEA, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—A dispatch from Victoria, 
B. C., says: The sealing schooner Minnie, 
Capt. Jacobson, has arrived. from Behring Sea. 
She was boarded July 15 in Behring Sea by 
Lieut. Tuttle. He confiscated 450 skins, to- 
gether with arms and the spears of the Indian 
hunters. .The schooner was sixty miles south- 
east of Anack Pass. Charles Wanson, Quarter- 
master of the Rush, was placed aboard as a 
prize crew, and Jacobson was ordered to sail 
for Sitka. He, however, manufactured new 
spears and started sealing. He secured 509 
sea otters, and the “ prize erew” strongly ob- 


jected. The Indians wanted to throw him 
overboard, but Jacobson: would not let them. 
The Minnie could easily have secured 2,000 
skins 1f she had not been interfered with. 

The schooner Ariel has arrived with 800 
akins. She was boarded by the officers uf the 
Rush July 17. A good catch had been made 
thatday. There were about 300 skins aboard, 
all except 50 being salted down in the 
hold. The officers asked where they were 
caught. Capt. Buckman replied, “On the 
Asiatic coast.” The officers then left the 
schooner, and the Ariel went bunting again. 
She spoke the schooner Mollie Adams, which 
reported the seizure of the Viva. It is thought 
all the schooners will be in in a fewdays. The 
schooner Annie C, Moore arrived yesterday. 
She left Behring Sea the 21st of August with 
1,300 seais under hatches. The 5th of August 
she spon the Mary Allen with 1,000, the Viva 
with 1,600, and the Beatrice with 600.' No cut- 
ters’ were sighted. Seals are plentiful, The 
Mary Allen and the Maggie Mae iatended seal- 
ing until they nad secured 1,500 each. Neither 
had seen the cutter when spoken.

HIS COUNSEL DENIES THAT HE HAS 


RETURNED TO BOSTON. 


Boston, Sept. 3.—Ex-Judge John Lowell, the 
acting counsel for Mra. Gideon P. Brown, and 
who will represent her husband's interests in 
the settlement of the liabilities of the defunct 
firm of Brown, Steese & Clare, was seen this 
morning at his office relative to the missing 
woo] merchant’s alleged presence in Boston.

ROBERT RAY HAMILION THE 
VIOTIM OF A PLOT. 
HE IS MADE TO BELIEVE THAT HE IS 
THE FATHER OF AN ILLEGITIMATE 
CHILD BOUGHT BY EVA MANN. 


A story was told in Inspestor Byrnes’s office 
last night which places three conspirators— 
Robert Ray Hamilton’s wife, Mrs. Swinton, afd 
Joshua T. Mann—under a catcium light. It 
establishes the fact that the child which Mr. 
Hamilton believed to be his offspring came 
from a mitlwife’s, and was foisted on him basely 
and heartlessly. It gives more of the shameful 
history of Swinton, Mann and company, and is 
80 convincing that Mr. Hamilton is said to have 
come to bis senses and will endeavor to atone 
for his folly by allowing the law to proceed 
against Mrs. Swinton and “Josh” Mann for 
palming off the child on him and for conspiracy. 

It appears that acounter-conspiracy against 
Mr. Hamilton was gotten up by friends who 
thought too well of him and his name to allow 
them to be any longer sullied by contact with 
the creatures who got him into their clutches. 
Among these friends were Elithu Root and 
Charles A. Peabody, Jr. Thursday last Mr. 
Root.called on Inspector Byrnes amd asked Lim 
to meet fim at the residence of one of Mr. 
Hamilton’s friends to diseuss his associations 
with Mrs. Swinton, Eva, and Mann 

Inspector Byrnes met Mr. Koot, his partner, 
Mr. Samuel B. Clarke, and others, and, at their 
request, consented to ‘sift fine’ Mrs. Swinton, 
Mann, and Eva. He started in with the belief 
that Mr. Hamilton was forced to marry Eva by 
her statement that her honor and her child’s 
were at stake; in other words, he believed her 
and acted like a gentleman. Learning that she 
said that she gave birth to a girl in Elmira on 
the 17th of December, 1888, and that she was 
attended by Dr. Buraett Morse, a pnysi- 
cian of good repute, Mr. Byrnes sent 
Detective Sergeant McoNaughtto Elmira. He 
reported that Eva lived in Elmira in a hoteland 
in boarding houses with Josh Mann and that 
they passed as a married couple. Dr. Morse re- 
membered thathe attended her for cramps of 
the stomach, but he was gure that she did not 
atthat time give birth to a child, and there 
were Do indications that she was likely. to be- 
come a mother. 

McNaught went over the evidence carefully, 
and finally procured affidavits to establish what 
he had learned. As soou as Inspector Byrnes 
had these affidavits he, as had been arranged 
with Messrs. Root and Clarke, who probably had 
an understanding with Mr. Hamilton, tele- 
gTaphed to Mr. Hamilton to come on from 
Atlantic City. Mr. Hamilton responded atonce. 
Friends and detectives met him Friday night at 


Jersey City, and he went unrecognized to Mr. 


C. A. Peabody’s, at 13 Park-avenue. Inspector 
Byrnes saw him there, proved to him that 
Eva lied in her story about her continement, and 
promised to show him that he had been basely 
deceived in regard to the child which he be- 
lieved tobe a Hamuiltun, Mr. Hamilton was 
greatly agitated, but he said firmly that, al- 
though he loved his wife dearly, 1f he had been 
deceived he would not hinder in the punishment 
of all who were in the plot. 

Mrs. Swinton evidently felt uneasy, for on the 
same evening that Mr. Hamilton wentto Mr. 
Peapody’s she and ** Josh,” as Mrs. J. W. Brown 
and son, registered at the St. Charles’s Hotel in 
this city and occupied one room. Inspector 
Byrnos had by this time learned enough to war- 
rant be in arresting mother and.son, but he 
waited until Sunday night; when he sent De- 
tective Sergeants Hickey and McoNaugbt to the 
hotei “witb instructions to ‘“‘ bring them in.” 
They were not in their room, but had left word 
that they would return for letters. At noon on 
Monday Mrs. Swinton camé to the hotel, dined, 
and. left under surveillance. She went 
to 335 West Twenty-ninth-street, a flat 
house, and, as word had been sent to 
Police’ Headquarters that Mann would turn 
up during the day, she was arrested by Hickey 
and Detective Sergeant Crowley, taken to the 
Ceatral Office, and putinavell to ponder. Three 
hours later “ Josh” fell into the clutches of the 
detectives at the West ‘I'wenty-ninth-street 
house, and he was put in another cell. The 
chief detective, ashe puts it, does not worry 
smart prisoners Dy questioning until they 
have had an opportunity to reflect and examine 
the place in wuich they are locked up. Yester- 
day, aiter they had been remanded at the 
Tombs, thvir situation was explained to them, 
and they were given an opportunity to make a 
statement. 

Both made confessions, and part of Mrs. 
Swinton’s was read to the reporters. She said, 
in substance, that about the 10th of last No- 
vember Eva told Mra, Swinton that she wanted 
a layette and that it must be as tine as money 
could buy and ready by the 14th or 15th or De- 
cenmiber. She explained that Josh and she were 
going to Elmira, and that a friend of *“ Ray” 
had gota girl into trouble and that when the 
child was born it would have to be taken care 
of unti) a home could be found forit. Eva did 
not return from Elmira until about Christmas. 
Mrs. Swinton then lived at 51 East Thirty-tirst- 
street and Eva went there with “Josh.” ‘The 
layette was incomplete and Eva was angry. 
No shops that they usually patronized were 
open, but they (thé women) hurried to the 
Bowery, and in a store kept by a Hebrew 
bought what was lacking, including a cap and a 
‘cloak. The purchases wére given to Mrs. 
Swinton, and Eva left her, saying, “ You hurry 
home and I'll go and get the baby.” Eva ap- 
peared at the house with a girl four or tive 
days old. It was fair and wrapped in a green 
shawl. 

On the same day in the evening Mrs, Swinton 
engaged board at 105. East T'wenty-eighth- 
street for Mr. and Mrs. Mann and anu infant. 
* Josh” and Eva went. there with the child and 
remained there a week. Meanwhile Eva tur- 
nished a flat at 208 East Fourteenth-street and 
they moved intoit. A day ortwo after the in- 
fant was sick and died under the care of Dr. 
Kemp of 263 West Twenty-third-street. It was 
buried as Alice Mann, the child of George and 
Altice Mann, and Dr. Kemp certitied that the 
cause of death was inanition, due to lack of 
nourishment. On Jan. 4, before the chiJa was 
buried Eva went toa midwife and got another 
girl baby and took it to the East Fourteenth- 
street Hat. It became sick like its predecessor, 
and Mrs. Swinton remarked that ‘it would not 
do tosend for Kemp,” so it was carried to 51 
East Thirty-tirst-street, and Dr. Gilbert of 401 
Weat Twenty-third-street was calledin. It died 
on the 14th or January, and was buried as 

hei Parsons, twenty-tive days old, child of 

alter and Alida Parsons. Adair & Aldred of 
359 Fourth-avenue buried both chiidren. 

Eva was in despair over her “luck” and has- 
tened to get a third child. She had to have ‘*an 
order’ for one at a midwife’s, and when it was 
brought she was in a rage bevause it had dark 
hair and “looked like a Dutch baby.” She re- 
marked that ‘‘Ray” had even the first child, 
andit would never do to **spring this one on 
him as he knows the diifference between a 
blonde and a brunette.’’ Besides, Eva had an 
aversion to the babe at first sight, coudn’t like 
it, and couldn’t Kiss it. It wouid have 
to. “go back.” Next day it was stowed 
away in a cradie and Eva went to 
hunt for a fourth child. She found 
one that suited her and that could be 
used to hoodwink * Ray,” but she had to pay 
$10 for it. This is the child that came witn 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton to Atlantic City. When 
Eva got to the house with child No, 4 the 
*Dutch baby” was crying, and Eva got in a 
passion. She compelled Mrs. Swinton tv take 
it back to the midwife and told her to say that 
she had no use for it, as the lady who adopted 
it haddied. Mrs. Swinton hada war of words 
with the midwife, who did not believe h 
story, but they finally came to an understand- 
ing on Mrs, Swinton’s paying $5. 

So much for the legitimacy of the child that 
Mr. Hamilton believed tu be his, and which was 
the main !tmk between him and the adventuress 
and the main cause of their marriage. The mar- 
riage, according to Inspector Byrnes, took place 
at Paterson, N. J.,om the 7th of last January. 
Mre. Swinton’s statement is that Hamiltun be- 
lieved that he was the father of child No. 1 
and listened to her tearful entreaties to legit- 
imatize their offspring. The cerificate was not 
at Police Headgq™arters last night, but the wit- 
nesses were Edward Dryden, an tmeurance 
ayent of Broadway, Paterson, and Mrs. 
Swinton’s brother. The child was chris- 
tened in a@ New-York church, and “Josh” 
and his mother were godfather and godmother, 
Mrs. Swinton has evidently thrown Eva over- 
boari, for she telis how “ Ray” huggea Eva and 
kissed child No. 1 when he first saw it at 208 
East Fourteenth-street. Mra. Swinton goes on 
to say that for the past four years Eva repre- 
sented that she was married to “ Josa.” ° Early 
in March Eva gave him a check for $2,000 on 
the Union Dime Savjngs Bank, and “Josh” 
opened an account with it at this bank in his 
own name, but in April Eva learned that he had 
drawn out alargesum. She went into one of 
her fierce tantrums, got a cab, was driven to the 
bank, demanded to see the President, and made 
an attidavit that “Josh” was her husband and 
trat he was demented and incompetent. It 
was, however, discovered that the story was 
unserviceable, as Josh” had only afew dollars 
to his credit. Mrs. Swinton made the state- | 
ment that before going to Elmira “Jogh” op- 


tained $500 from Eva, and that when she mark 
ried “ Ray” she was merry at having fooled him, 4 
and said that as soon as she got her hands on 
the jewelry and plate left by his mother, whieh 
he promised her, she would turn them into 
money. Although it is hardly necessary, Mrs. 
Swinton felt constrained te say that since 1885 
** Josh” and Eva’s relations were those of man 
and wife. ; 

“ Josh’ comes ont in a statement which is 
characteristically vile and cowardly. It has 
the sole merit of being brutally frank. He says 
he first met Evain 188lina house in fhirty- 
tirat-atreet. tle describes her attractions. He 
admits that he was favored while she was pro- 
tected ina flat by another man, and that they 
*“‘quarreled and fought and quarreled and 
fought, but —“ made up.” Iguring the last 

ear be had bled her to the tune of $3,000. He 

new of the imposition practiced.on Hamilton 
and that the child at Atlantic City was neither 
his nor Hawilton’s. 

Inspector Byrnes says he has verified all the 
statements in this — story, but he is mute 
on the question of bigamy. He says, however, 
that when Eva and *4Josn” were at Elmira last 
yeur her brother was arrested for larceny at 
‘Towanda, Peun., and they went there to try 
and release him. ‘They testified at his trial, 
and swore that they were man and wife. 

Dr. Gilbert has made a statement to the effect 
that when he attended child number two both 
Eva and Mrs. Swinton urged him to do: his 
utwost to save it, and Mrs. Swinton said a large 
woncyed estate depended on its life, and it 
would be worth $100,000 to Eva if it lived. 
Insvector Byrnes can produce the mother and 
midwiie for every one of the four children, and 
he states that Robert Kay Hamilton has done 
with ‘‘tne gang’ and will let the law take its 
course, but does not hint what nis future aiti- 
tude ioward Eva will be. 

Mrs. Swinton was. allowed to leave Police 
Headquarters yesterday afternoon with two 
detectives to go for letters and transact private 
business. she was recorded as a dressmaker 
and *‘ Josh” is put down as a salesman. [t is 
probabie that they wil! give little trouble to the 
courts by pleading guilty tocharges of conspi- 
racy and substituting children. 

r. Charies A. Peabody, Jr., the lawyer who 
represents Mr. Hamilton’s interests, as well as 
being one of his best friends, was seen last 
night at his home, 13 Park-avenue. Mr. Pea- 
body did not wish to talk about the case, but in- 
timated that the action agaiust Joshus J. Mann 
and Mrs. Swinton was largely owing to Mr. 
Hawmilton’s friends. The former were arrested, 
he said, for having formed a conspiracy against 
Mr. Hamilton. Wher asked what Mr. Hamil- 
ton’s intentions were in regard to the advent- 
urers now in May’s Landing jail, Mr. Peabody 
said he did not know, and if he did, would not 
teel at liverty to say. 

Mr. Hamiltou slept last night at Mr. Pea- 
body’s house. To the pedestrian passing by the 
residence gave the appearance of being closed 
for the warm season. The Summer doors were 
still up and the front was well darkened. Un- 
doubtediy Mr. Hamilton has been spurred up to 
take decisive steps against the two conspirators 
by his friends in the city, who fee! that his in- 
fatuation for the so-called Mrs. Hamilton made 
him blind to the little scheme that was being 
worked to get possession of bis property, and 
that they finally succeeded in persuading him 
to fight the thing through and appear as the 
complaining witaess against Mann and Mrs. 
Swinton.

She was averée'to talking at first, but when she 
was informed that Mrs. Swinton and Joshua 
Mann were in the custody of Inspector Byrnes 
at New-York, she said: 

“They went there, did they? Itis about time 
that their schemes were nipped.” 

The baby, Beatrice, she said, had been repre- 
sented to her as the offspring of Mrs. Hamilton. 
She was engaged as wet nurse when the child 
was but three months old, and went to Califor- 
nia in that capacity. ; 

On one vecasion she admitted she heard Mrs, 
Hamiiton say toa friend from Passaic that the 
chlid was not hers. As far as Mrs. Donnelly 
knew, the child Beatrice might be Mrs. Hawil- 
ton’s, but she felt “purty certain” that Rober, 
Ray Hamilton was not its father.

ORONIN IRIAL, 


LITTLE PROGRESS AS YET MADE IN THE 
SELECTION OF JURORS. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—Immediately upon the 
opening of the Cronin trial this morning dis- 
cussion upon the proper questions to be sub- 
mitted to the jurors was resumed. 

“Gentlemen,” said the court, “pnefore the 
State is asked to respond to the propositions 
that were submitted by the defense yesterday, 
I wish to say that I have examined these ques- 


tions myself very carefully and [I find that a 
number of them are practically duplicates. 
And there are certain ones that [I could not per- 
mit, as { deem them improper, believing the 
whole matter anyway to be very largely dis- 
cretionary with the court. I should like to 
have the State now simply say that these three 
questions should be permitted: 

First—Have you formed an opinion as to whether 
Dr. Cronin was taken to the Carlson cottage by the 
horse and buggy engaged by Daniel Couglin from 
Dinan, the liveryman? 

Second—UHave you an opinion as to whether or 
not Martin Burke, one of the defendants, was the 
tenaut of said Carison cottage? 

Thard—Have you an opinion that the so-called 
Clan-na-Gaei Society is in any way to blame for the 
death of Dr. Cronin ? 

Discussion finally settled that these three 
questions would be the ones asked of jurors 
who have read the newspaper reports. The 
panel was then called, and the lawyers entered 
upon the long and arduous task of selecting a 
jury. 

The afternoon session was devoted entirely to 
the examination of talesmen. Four men were 
tendered to the prosecution by the defense, but 
two of them were peremptorily challenged by 
the State and excused. The remaining two were 
held over until to-morrow, and it is possible 
the State may oconelude to accept one 
or even both of these gentlemen. No definite 
oa, omg therefore, in the selectionof a jury 

as been made thus far, and the prospects are 
that a full jury will not be secured until the 
peremptory challenges of both sides are ex- 
hausted and legal disqualitications become the 
only pretext for rejecting a juror.

Thomas B. Musgrave, for twenty years one of 
the most conspicuous men in the Stock Ex 
change district, was obliged to make a public 
ennouncement of his inability te meet his dnan- 
cial contracts, Lately Mr. Musgrave has been 
the most active of all Wali-street’s makers of 
“puts” and “calls.” Russell Sage practically 
does nothing in that line now. Harvey Ken- 
nedy has been writing his name very seldom 
lately at the bottom of such “ papers.” 

It was the making of such privikeyes that 
crippled James R. Kesne. Of recent memory 
Harry Powers was the most dashing and accom- 
modating of “put” and “oall’ makers, and 
when he disappeared between the setting anil 
the rising of the sun a year ago Wall-street was 
left with but practically one man willing to seil 
privileges in any market, dull or active, boozii- 
ing or slumping. Thomas B. Musgrave was 
that one. 

Mr. Musgrave was quickly Known a8 a 
plunger. He never lacked confidence and al- 
ways stood ready to back his opinions by writ- 
ing guarantees that he was right. Asa bull he 
would sell you a “ put” practically at the market 
rate fora fee of 1 percent. When he was a bear bis 
calls were always on sale at the market, too, for 
another 1 percent. One fact that tended sume- 
what to give Mr. MusgYave standing in the 
Street was his intimacy with Mr. Jay Gould. 
In many quarters it was readily believed that 
he reflected Gould opinions. Wten he was a 
bull on anything it was generally upon Gould 
stocks, When he was a bear the logicians of 
Wall-street felt sure that Mr. Gould was a bear 
likewise, and that operations from an influential 
quarter were likely soon to demoralize the 
market. : 

For more than a year past Mr. Musgrave Dag 
been a pronounced bear. Mr. Jay Gould’s bear 
position upon the market weanwhile till very 
lately has not been muah liable to misunder- 
standing, a fact whichin the downward move- 
ment of Atchison is credited’ with having made 
muuificent returns to Mr. Musgrave. He wae 
on the bear side from s0'down to below 40. 
Success in this made him expecially conspicu- 
ous in Wall-street, and the ftitancial news agen- 
cies and professional point ‘givers have beeu 
daily quoting him as an oracla 

Mr. Musgrave’s bear views were confined by 
no means, however, to Atchison; be cume teu 
dispute the value of almost evetything. ‘here 
was practically nothing he wouldn’t sell a 

“call” upon—a “* call” certifying his beliet that 
the quotation could not go higher, binding him 
self ito deliver at any time within prescribed 
dates the stock at the current price. This went 
all wery well in a dull market; in a drvoping 
market it was profitable, of course, for nobody 
would want to call stucks from Mr. Musgrave 
when they could get a better bargain in the 
open market. But lately the stock market has 
not been dull and it has not been drwoping. 
Dealings have been active; quotations bave 
been buoyant. Mr. Musgrave, though, was not 
to be stirred from his bear tracks. The new 
activity, he was sure, could not last; the cur- 
rent rise, he reasoned, wus only soda-water fizz 
soon to be dissipated; and with this belief he 
went atolidly on writing his signature in good 
bold script at the bottom of calls little and calls 
big, calls on cheap stocks, galls on high stocks, 
calls on this, that, and everything. The higher 
the market went the cheaper he made his walls. 

A month ago Wall-street began to worry 
rather earnéstly over rumors. representing that 
Mr.’ Musgrave was financially’ entangled. A 
circumstantial report was current a fortnight 
ago that he had been asking loans from frienaly 
bankers ‘‘in order to avoid an immediate fail- 
ure.” This report was authoritatively denied; 
it was stated that Mr. Musgrave had never been 
financially stronger. His sales of privileges 
wentright along. They were offered for sale as 
late as last Saturday, though whispered sus-+ 
Picions as to their value Were growing general 
and loud all over Wall-strest. 

Mr. Musgrave appeared in person on tie 
Stock Exchange yesterday morning. He didn’t 
seem to have much of the depression which is 
propularly supposed to belong tothe air of w 
man upon the verge of bankruptcy. Hedid not 
remain long on ’Change, however; yet he had 
hardly disappeared when the announcement 
went circling around that his office was declin- 
ing to meet ita contracts on the ground that de- 
liveries could not be made for financial reasons. 
There was quickly collected a big and anxious 
and clamorous crowd at his Pine-street office, 
holders of privileges making animated demands, 
only to meet with this quiet answer: ‘‘ Weare 
receiving no notices and doing no business to- 
day. 
1t was estimated that Mr. Musgrave had calls 
out on over sixty thousand shares of stock. A 
large proportion of these calls, itis believed, had 
been used as guarantees by people who had sold 
stocks in the market. Since their sale the mar- 
ket advanced and there was a consequent loss 
upon each transaction, a loss, however, which 
the sellers of the securities felt themselves pro- 
tected against by reason of their reliance in the 
Musgrave guarantees. Naturally, therefore, 
the discovery that the Musgrave office. was not 
making good the Musgrave contracts caused 
something of a panic in the herd of smail-fry 
bears who have been following the Musgrave 
leadersbip, decrying the new activity and new 
buoyancy in the stock market. The pell-mell 
galloping of these bears to cover gave the 
whole market a lively twist upward yesterday 
morning. 

‘rhus were wiped out paper profits, too, of 
consequence, for in very many brokerage ottices 
of the Street customers have been nolding 
the Musgrave calis without having sold stocks 
against them. One Broad-street man holds a 
call on 1,000 shares of Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy at 98, the stock now being over 10. 
He intended to call this stock yesterday just as 
along came the announcement of Mr. Musgrave's 
failure. He thuslosesa ten-thousand-doliar bird 
inthe bush—that is, had Mr. Musgrave con- 
tinped to meet his contracts the owner of this 
privilege would have been able to have called 
trom nim 1,000 shares of Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy at $98 a share, which same stuck 
he could have at once sold in the Stock Ex- 
change at over $108 a shares, a profit of $10 on 
each one of the thousand shares. But he wait- 
ed a day too long. So did scores of other people, 
anditis considered quite within safe limits to 
estimate that paper profits of over $250,000 
have been extinguished. Adding other losses 
te these paper losses, it 18 estimated that the 
failure invoives between $500,000 and $1,000,- 


Mr. Musgrave has long been classed as a 
millionaire. His residence is a handsome 
mansion on Fifth-avenue, near Forty-fifth- 
street, rich in rare bric-a-brac and old paint- 
ings. He maintains a country place at Bar 
Harbor, of which fashionable resort he was one 
of the early promoters. His friends say that he 
will be quickly on bis feet again. 

Mr. Musgrave is of Euglish descent, and is 
said to be of the same family as the late Sir An- 
thony Musgrave, who was at one time Gov- 
ernor General of the English possessions im the 
Bahama group and afterward of New-Zealand. 
The relationship, however, was not very close. 
Mrs. Musgrave is a lineal descendant of Capt. 
Johu Paul Jones of the Bon Homme Rieh- 
ard and Revolutionary fame. Mr. Mus 
grave owns 2a spacious house’ at 535 
Fifth-avenue, opposite the Church of the 
Divine Paternity. He entertained freely, ané 
Mrs. Musgrave’s musicales have long been 4 
notable feature of the social season in this city. 
He alsoowns a handsome cottage at Bar Har- 
bor, where Mrs, Musgrave entertained on «an 
even larger scale than inthiscity. For many 
years Mr. Musgrave was wu Director anda the 
Treasurer of the Acadewy of Music, and in that 
capacity contributed liberally to the mainte- 
nance of Italian Opera in this city. He retired 
from the directory about seven years ago and 
was succeeded as ‘ireasurer by the late Hermann 
R. Le Roy. He is a member of the Union League 
Club and has at various times played an active 
part in controversies that have arisen over the 
election of officers and club management. He 
was on very friendly terms with Gen. Grant 
and a frequent visitor at his house. Mr. anil 
Mrs. Musgrave have one child a son, nawed 
Percy, who is now about nineteen years old.

EXILE WINS THE TWIN CITY} eae on 


HE DEFEATS SOME OF THR 
BEST THREE-YEAR-OLDS. 
RECLARE SCORES AN EASY VICTORY; 
OVER THE LOT OF’ TWO-YEAR-OLDS 

IN THE DASH STAKES, 


The veteran horse breeder and owner, J. K. 
Megibben, remarked after the conclusion of the 
race for the Twin Olty Handicap which Exile | 
won at the Sheepshead Bay track yesterday, 
that “ Billy Lakeland is, in my opinion, the best 
trainer of a race horse there is in America, if not 
in the world. When Lakeland got him, Exile 
was thought to be a broken-down colt, not 
worth his oats, and yet he has handled the horse 
so tenderly, patiently, and well that he has 
been able to win two of the richest and best 
handicap races of the year.” Mr. Megibben 
spoke what is the very general belief among 
horse Owners, and one that the public and rival 
trainers also believe to be a fact, that the latter 
are, strangely enough, willing to confess with 
apparent twinges of jealousy. 

Mr. Lakeland surprised racegoers by the fine 
condition in which he brought Exile to the post 
for the Brooklyn Handicap, which the old 
horse won in grand style from the favorite, 
Mr. Belmont’s colt Prince Royal, and the Chi- 
cago Stable’s crack, Terra Cotta, Yesterday 
Exile again made his appearance on the turf 
after a long rest, and with the top weight, 125 
pounds, won the Twin City Handicap for the 


second time, he ha won it last year, and 
made his owper by 80 doing some $4,500 better 
off than he was in the morning. 

An even dozen started in the race, which was 
at a mileand a quarter, with Exile the favorite 
in the betting and the California tilly Los An- 
geles the second choice, and all the rest prac- 
tically outsiders. The race when once begun 
was one of the best of the year, but it took a 
tremeudously long while to get it under way, 
because Exile was in the very worstof tempers, 
and kicked and cavorted about until Mr. Lake- 
land himself had to go on the track and help 
Mr. Caldwell, “Polo” Jim, and Hamilton 
o get him away with the rest of 
the field Exile managed to kick Tara- 
gon, Defaulter, and Huntress, and also to 
kick one of the rails off the fance before he 
would start off with his field. Once the 
horses were started on their journey, however, 
Exile forget to kick and buckled mght down 
to business in good racing fashion. Proctor 
Knott, Niagara, Retrieve, and Defaulter started 
out in front of the lot and remained there 
until the big turn in the track was reached, 
Then the lot closed up, and as they moved 
into the — they were 80 Closely to- 
gether that it looked as if any one of 
the dozen could win it. Provtor Knott was 
the first ot the lot to quit under the 
pressure, and Defaulter, Nuntress, and then 
Exile moved up to tne front, and ali began 
driving for the finish A hét finish 1t was, too, 
with every one on the grand stand erazy as the 
horses rashed on toward the grand stand. 
There was a sudden flash of a black jacket with 
white sleeves to the front, and then it was all 
over, Exile having won the race by a length and 
a half from Defaulter, with Huntress third, a 
half length away. Then there followed past 
the judges ir the order named: Los Angeles, 
Proctor Knott, Retrieve, Orifiamme, Spokane, 
Taragon, Princess Bowling, Niagara, and Ely- 
ton, and the race was over. 


A dash over what is left of the Futurity course 
opened the day’s sport, six of the ten horses en- 
tered starting for the dash, with Porter Ashe’s 
fast filly Geraldine the favorite in the betting

HOPHS FOR A NHW TRIAL, 

HE MAKES A STATEMENT OF HIS CASE 
WHICH ELICITS A COUNTER-ST4TE- 
MENT FROM MR, PARKER. 


Charles Giblin, who is in the Tombs under 
conviction of having murdered the wife of Val- 
entine Goelz and who was respited for sixty 
days from the death penalty, has many friends 
who believe that he was not proved guilty at 
the trial, and more who are of the opinion that 
he should have been given a new trial by reason 
of the incompleteness of the one which resulted 
in his conviction, Much of this alleged injus- 
tice is based on two claims—firat, that Giblin 
was forced to trial almost immediately after he 
had been assigned counsel by the court and 
before he had time to consult with him, and that 
his counsel did not attend properly to the case. 
Secondly, that the later evidence produced on 
the motion for a new trial tending to show that 
Giblin was acting in self-defense when he fired 
the fatal shot was not given due weight by the 
court which denied the motion, and that it has 
since the hearing been supplemented by new 
evidence, 

Interest in the case was somewhat increased 
yesterday by the publication in a morning 
newspaper of an alleged interview with Gov. 
Hillat Albany, who was reported as saying 
that Giblin’s conviction was one of the worst 
cases of “railroading” that he had ever heard 
of; that the case had been loosely conducted, 
and that the District Attorney should have 


been allowed to produce in evidence the five- 


dollar-bill which Giblin tendered to the Goelzes 
and which they held to be counterfeit, thus pre- 
cipitating the conflict, and that this omission 


proved gross stupidity on the part of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and was to Giblin’s disadvantage, 
as the proof that the bill was genuine would 
have helped him, 

Giblin was seen at the Tombs yesterday by a 
reporter of [HK Timus, to whom the prisoner 
handed the following prepared stetement of 
what he holds to be the true version of the cir- 
cumstances of the killing and arguments in con- 
nection with various of its parts: 


“On the 15th of February, 1888, I entered a 
bakery kept by Nicholas Goelz at 162 West Hone- 
ton-street, and purchased some goods. I tendered 
in payment a five-doliar bill, which Maggie Goelz, 
who was then tending the store, handed back, tell- 
ing me she thought it was not good. 1 put the bill 
back in my pocket, saying that I had not known it. 
When she asked to be allowed to show the bill to 
some person next door, I gave her the bill and she 
went to the rear of the bakery. She returned with 
her brother, Valentine Goelz, who kept a neighbor- 
ing store. 8 it to be believed that 1 would have 

iven her the bill to exhibit in that manner if it was 

or that £ Relieved it to be bad? 

“However, Valentine Goels seized the bill and 
refused to return it or give ything in com- 
—e excepting insulting language. I pro- 

sted against his withholding my money and 
threatened to cali an officer, with a view to having 

y bill returned, ‘This excited the crowd toa com- 

ined attack on mo, for there were six of the Goeiz 
family yrenen including Valentine Goels, Nicholas 
Goals, ary Goelz, Tony Schwab, Maggie Goelz, 
and Madeline Goela, all of whom joined in an on- 
slaught on me. 

**When I was beset by these three fen and three 
women I considered myselt Las | beaten unjusti- 
flably. When Valentine Goelz drew a revolver 
from his own pocket, which he was about to use on 
me, my life was surely then in imminent danger, I| 
secured that weap. n in the strnagle of self-defense 
and turned it upon my oppressors, and what then 
took piace is described by the police officer, who at 
once ohed the bakery, 2s follows: 

“* 7 pe prisoner said he had done itin self-defense; 
that he had gone in and tendéred a ftive-doliar bili 
in payment for a purchase and not knowing that 
this five-dollar bill was bad. He paid them with 
it; they would not give it back to him; in the hs 
gie on the fluor he found the revolver that he used; 
~ * * he admitted doing the shootng, bat claimed 
he didn’t own the revolver; said that there were 
over half a dozen of them beating him and abusing 
him, pis is what the prisouer told me in the pres- 
ence of thease people.’ 

“Yes; that is what I told the officer in the 
enceot the Goelzes, ana the 
I told him also that after the shots were fired the 
Goelzes again took the pistol from me by force. But 
here is what the Goelzes say, and they swear ia the 
most positive manner that it is absolutely true. 16 
is substantially as follows; 

“Valentine Goolz testified that when 
into the bakery aud told me that the bill was a 
connterfeit I ‘went Into’ my right overcoat pocket 
and holloed out ‘Change, or there you > and 

ulled out a revolver; that I immediately began 

ring off the revolver; that after three shots took 
ffect in him his wifecame and took hold of me 
rom behind, and thatI then placed the revolver 
behind my back and shot the deceased. 

“This Was the story, substantially as qworm tob 
the Goelzes, and does it appear truthful and credl- 
bie? Isit to be believed that upon being told that 
the bill was a counterfeit I would immediately pull 
out a pistol and commence shooting, or without any 
violence whatever being offered, and without even 
demanding a return of my bill, or being refused? 
Now, on the whole, ie it to be believed that I 
would, without any provocation whate ver, have 
fired on these people? if I was a lunatic I might, 
but not otherwise. 

“The truth is that the revolver, which, by the 
way, was not produced at the trial, belonged to 
Vaientine Goelz; he brought it out with him to aid 
the crowd in keeping possession of the bill. 

“Much—very mach—of this misfortune may be 
attriputed to the deplorable fact that the counsel 
who dei.uded me was unfortunately easigned by 
the court a few minutes befere the work of gelect- 

gajury totry me for my life began. Tbat fact 

oneis an equivalent to telling a defendant to 
plead guilty to ‘murder in the first degree.’ 

“Although I was denied the privilege ofa few 
days’ adjournment that my counsel might prepare 
the case, I had, nevertheless, several witnesses to 
prove that I bore a good charaoter and that my per- 
gon bore evidence of the extreme Violence of the 
Goelzes during the altercation.” 


In addition to what appears in his written 
statement Giblin desired to say that in addition 
to the evidence supplied on the motion fora 
new trialby Mrs. Nelsonand her two daughters 
tending to show that the shooting was done 
with Valentine Goelz’s revolver, his new coun- 
sel, Howe & Hummel, have obtained witnesses 
to prove that the Goelz tamily has the reputa- 
tion of being the most quarrelsome one in the 
block in which they live, and this supports the 
probability of the defendant’s claim that they 
aet upon him, ealso claimed that.they ha 
found a witness who was ready to swear that 
he had on one occasion seen Goelz, during an 
altercation with a peddler in hisstore, run to the 
rear part of the store and reappear with a re- 
volyer and threaten to shoot the peddler. 
He also. inaisted that he had _  euft- 
fered’ injustice during the trial by the 
imputation that the bill was a counterfeit one 
and that he associated with counterfeiters. 
Against this he proposed to produce new evi- 
dence to prove his good character, and at the 
same time he wanted to produce evidence show- 
ing that the character of the Nelson girls, at- 
tacked when they testified at the motion for 
anew trial, was good. A new witness also had 
been discovered in the person of- Maud Creigh- 
ton, who lives in Washington-square, who saw 
the entire ocourrence, and is relied on to sustain 
the theery of self-defense. 

Giblin’s statement was submitted to,Assist- 
ant District Attorney Parker, and it elicited 
the following: 


“What I am now going to say was not estab- 
lished at the trial, but wag ruled out by Judge Bar- 
Tett as irrelevant. Now that the case has reached 
the stage of an Jextra-judicial inquiry I am at lib- 
erty to let you know the evidence which did not 
appear at the trial, but which will be submitted to 
Goy. Hill, before whom make an argument 
in the caso in afew days. I shall show the Gov- 
ernor that Giblin had, previous to the Goelz trans- 
action, attempted to pass a counterfeit bill, The 
court ruled this evidence out because the charge ef 
murder was based by the prosecution on the fact 
that the killing was done by Giblin while he was in 
the act of @ certain felony—the assault-upon Goela 
—not the other felony, the attempt to pass a coun- 
terfeit bill. 

“T shall show by the evidence of James J. Scan- 
Jan, a United States officer, that he had been foliow- 
ing Giblin for some days previous to his arrest on 
suspicion of his being @ counterfeiter. Mr. =canian 
has wade affidavit that after Giplin’s arrest on the 
charge of murder Scanian visited him and identified 
him as a companion of a counterfeiter named John 
Waters, whom he was after at the time. I shall 
show that the bill which Giblin gave to the Goelze. 
was a counterfeit, that it was a one-dollar bill rais 
to a five-dollar bill,and that this was the kina of 
counterfeit he had previously tried to pass. 

“Mr, Scanian’s story goes on to say that after 
identifying Giblin he went tothe latter’s home at 
424 West Fitty-Stebegtrest, where he discovered 
that Mrs. Giblin had been to see Her husband and 
had been an hour at home after her return. Unaer 
the circumstances Scanlan thought that, of course, 
if there had been any evidences of counterfeiting 
before Mrs, Giblin Rot back they must have been

UNIFORM BANKRUPT LAW. 





THE REPRESENTATIVES OF COMMERCIAL 
BODIES IN CONVENTION. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn,, Sept. 3.—The adjourned 
meeting of the national conventiun of the rep- 
resentatives of commercial bodies fur formulat- 
ing an equitable uniform bankrupt law is being 
held in this city to-day. The convention will 
last two days. The delegates hail from New- 
York, St, Louis, Boston, and Chicago prinol- 
pally, and are from among the most substantial 
business men in the country. 

Judge Torrey, the Chairman, is the formulator 
of the bill under discussion by the convention. 
The convention was called to order at 10:40 
this moming, and an adjournment taken to 
allow the Committee on Credentials time to re- 
port. The convention reassembled in half an 
hour and listened to the report of its commit 
tee. The Chairman reported that twenty-seven 


delegates were entitled to seats. Copies of the 
bill propeved by Judge Torrey were distributed 
among the delegates in pamphiet form. A few 
of the more important puints of the bill are as 
follows: 

“ Jurisdiction in bankruptcy proceedings is con- 
ferred upon the district courts. The apypoingment 
ofa reteree is provided for at a tixed salary of 
$3,000 per annum. The Trustee is to be nominated 
by the creditors, although in minor cases the referee 
could do the work. The United States District At- 
torney must examine every bankrupt atthe first 
meeting of the creditors, and also at the last meet- 
i before the creditor is discharged. It is that 
official’s duty to lay the matter before the Grand 
Jury in case of fraud. Persons who are 
guilty of commercial dishonor and who 
have defaulted on commercial paper or open 
accounts for six days may be forced into 
bankruptoy. Fraudulent preferences are forbidden 
and vaiid liens created in good faith protected. The 
bankrupt is allowed exemptions, according to the 
State in which he lives. If hea can show a faultless 
record and clean hands, he will be immediately dis- 
charged, no matter how smalla dividend he may 
pay. The assets will be divided as soon as pessibie.” 

The convention will endeavor to get the bill 
before Congress this Winter. Various amend- 
ments to the bill were offered by the delegates 
and were all referred to the Committee on Billa 
The convention then adjourned until to-morrow 
morning. 


GRIEVANCES OF SIRIKERS. 


TAILORS WHO WANT THEIR EMPLOY- 
ERS TO FURNISH MACHINES, 


It was reported yesterday that 300 workers 
on children’s knee trousers, who belong to the 
Federation of Hebrew Trades Unions, had gone 
out on strike during the day from between sixty 
and seventy tailor’s shops on the east side. The 
strike began 1n the shop of Harris Goldberg, at 
6 Elizabeth-atreet. The men say that they can 
make only $6 to $7 per week, and are compelled 
to buy their own machines. On those small 
weges they can not afford to pay down the price 
of the machines, and consequently have to take 
them on the installment plan. Frequently they 
cannot help defauiting ona payment, where- 
upon the sewing machine companies seize the 
machines, 

Another grivvance is that when 2 man suc- 
ceeds in owning a machine he forthwith be- 
comes @ contractor and underbids the other 
contractors for work. This tends to lower the 
wages of the less fortunate workers. During 
the day the following employers were reported 
as having yielded: A. Lippitz of 114 Mulberry- 
street, A. Justick of 73 Nidridge-street,.Henury 
Kessler of 121 Bowery, J. Beitelsohn of 88 Mon- 
roe-street, and Moses Rubenstein of Hester- 
atreet. In the evening the strikers held a meet- 
ing and resolved to stand out until the employers 
should agree to furnish the sewing machines, 

Printers struck yesterday at the office of 
Charles F. Bloom of 137 William-street, and 
both union and non-union men walked out. 
They complain of the rate of pay on certain 
work.

from the assessment of Kings, yet the rate wag 
raised trom 10.784 of the year before to 10.824, s¢ 
that Kings yeas State tax on 90-100 of 1 per cent. 

The same equalization 
added to New-York $119,725,885, which advanced 
the rate of New-York from 43.740 to 43.754, 
that New-York paid state tax on hardly 14-1,0v0 of 
1 per cent: more of the realty than in 1856.

Still, the question is not 
what large or small portion of the State tax does 
New-York pay, butisa just equalization made be- 
tween New-York and the other fifty-nine counties 
of the State? We have daring the last Summer de- 
voted some six weeks to a thorough§and complet 
iuvestigation of values in that county, to the en 
that we might change our former basis upon a thor- 
ough revision of our work should the facts warrant. 

“ We have tabulated a vast number of sales made 
at the Real Estate Exchange and by individuals, 
aggregating many millions of dollars. We have con- 
suited many managers of large estates, lawyers, bank- 
ers, real estate dealers, corporations, and individual 
owners and experts in realestate, and all the evi- 
dence establishes beyond controversy that the 
realty of the county of New-York is not assessed a8 
more than 60 per cent. of its actual value, 
in fact, the most competent and reliable 
real estate experts, outside of the Commis. 
sioners of Taxes and Assessments, do nog 
claim that it is assessed at a higher rate. The Com. 
missioners of Taxes and Assessments insist that 
the per cent. is higher, but to establish their figure 
they insist that we should consult no individual as 
to values except in their presence ana under their 
cross-examination. They also take the position 
that sales reported as made at the Exchange and 
which appear by conveyances in the Register’s 
office are misleading and of no value, 

“This position wé believe to be utterly untenable, 
and if conceded we would have no course except te 
take the unsupported theory of the Commissionerg 
of Taxes and Assessments and recommend the 
equalization of New-York County at or below its 
assessment. Itis unfortunate that any large por- 
tion of the residents of a coanty should feel that ig 
pays an undue proportion of the State tax, and our 
efforts.have con tantly been directed to produce ag 
near as possible an exact equality, and to this end 
we have suggested to the Commissioners of Taxes 
and Assessments of New-York that they appointa 
rehable and competent person to attend with us at 
our hearings in each county to be hereafter visited, 
Ap investigation of this character, we doubt not, 
would satisfy the Commissioners that the remain. 
ing fifty-nine counties are not shirking their full 
share of the public burdens.

THE ANTHONY NOSE BRIDGE. 


WORE ON THE ANCHOR PITS PRO- 
GRESSING RAPIDLY. 


HIGHLANDS-ON-THE-HUDSON, Sept. 3.—The 
work of constructing the Highland suspension 
bridge acress the Hudson at Anthony’s Nose is 
progressing. At present men are engaged in 
making anchor pits on the Nose for the bridge. 
A contract has been awarded to a Mr. Smith of 
Rockland County to construct @ wagon road 
from the Nose along the side of the mountain 
to connect with the main Peekskill and Garri- 
son highway. This road will be two miles Jong, 
the object ofits construction being to make ac- 
cess to the Nose easy for teams to do the truck- 
ing of material needed atthe bank of the river 
for the east side constraction of the bridge. It will 


also be a carriage road that will connect with 
the drive on the bridge. The road tas been 
surveyed and work on it is now in progress. 

Dive te Anthony’s Nose, on the west 
shore, there is great activity noticeable. The 
Suspension Bridge ogg von A bas required the 
West Shore Railroad Company to move the 
tracks of the road twenty feet back from the 
tiver bank, in order to allow room for the erec- 
tion of the west anchor piers of the bridge. The 
bridge company pays the West Shore ple 
$100,000 and the latter do the work, and there 
are now a hundred men moving the tracks 
back. In addition, anumber of men in the em- 
ploy of the bridge company are at work on 
the west shore abutments of the bridge. 
Seven miles further west the bridge com- 
aor has fifty men at work tunneling 

ull’s Hill, and a great deal of material and ma 
chinery have been taken io that point. Survey- 
ors are working on the entire reute frem An- 
thony’s Nose to Fishkill, and from the west 
shore to Bull’s Hill, laying out the route for the 
railroad te connect with the Suspension Bridge, 

It is stated that the New-York and New-Eng- 
land Railroad Com yis largely concerned in 
this enterprise. The first bridge work at An- 
theny’s Nose was commenced in December, 
1887, and up to the present time there hag been 
no entire suspension of operations, although

A HOT FIGHT IN A NEW-JERSEY AS- 
SEMBLY DISTRICT, 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Sept. 3.—There promises to 
be ared-hot fightin theSecond Assembly Dis- 
trict of Union County, where Foster M. Voor- 
hees, the leader of the Republican minority in 
the last Legislature, will be confronted by 
Frederick Cleveland Marsh, the rapresenta- 
tive of the Democracy iast year trom the First 
District of Union. 

The change in the Assembly districts by the 
Legislature has thrown Mr. Marsh into the Sec- 
ond District, while Mr. Voorhees was shifted 
into the First.

THE BEEF MEN INDIFFERENT. 


THE SUMMONS OF SENATOR VE8T’S IN~- 
VESTIGATING COMMITTEE IGNORED. 


Onxoaco, Sept. 3.—The Senatorial Committee 
on Dressed Beef and Transportation plunged into 
asea of statistios at its meeting this m orning. 
These were furnished by Editor Goodall of the 
Drover?’ Journal and A. ©. Hallowell of the 
same paper, Last week’s receipts and ship” 
ments were taken as a basis. Mr. Hallowell 

a d that 63,701 head of cattle were received at 
the yards. Of these a large proportion were 
from Texas—poor, thin beef, only fit for can- 
ning. These were used up in the packing 
houses, The shipments of live cattle were 27,261 
head, but these included about 6,000 head sent 
to a ppv house at Hammond, Ind, which 
should really be classed with the cattle con- 
sumed here. Those shipped East were the finer 
grades. 


“In your opinion,”’ asked Senator Coke, “how 
is the dressea beet industry in 8t. Louis pros- 


ing ‘ 
Pe Well, I think St. Louisis pretty nearly hold- 
ing herown. In Omaha and Kansas City the 
dressed beet industry is gaining very rapidly.”

At the close of Mr. Hallowell’s examination a 
recess was taken till this afternoon, Before 
edjouraing, however, Senator Vest stated that 
the committee was here = the purpose of 
learning there is tobe learned about the 
matters in hana and proposed to do so. The 
dressed beef and stock yard people had paid no 
attention to the summons of the committee; 
but they must come forward anda testify. There 
was no way outofit. Word was sent to them 
to that effect. 

Charles E. Ingersoll was the first witness in 
the afternoon. He said that when he first went 
into the dressed beef business there was twice 
the quantity of dressed beef sold to Eastern 
buyers that there is now. Under the old sys- 
tem there was @ great deal more sompegitien. 
Out of a 1,200-pound steer witness believed 
about 675 ao of good beef dould be ob- 
tained. That class of beef wouid bripvg from 
34 to 4 cents a pound, : 

Joseph Eastburne, a stock yards commission 
man, said he saw a Very marked change in the 
markets of late years. Whi the supply of 
stock increased, the number of buyers showed 
no ey Saget increase. 

* How do you account for the fact that the 
number of buyers have not increased with the 
supply of material?’ asked the Chairman. 

**T attribute it to the dressed beef men.” 

Frederick J. Rowland, a former chief book- 
keeper and contidential man for Nelson Morris 
& Co., was the next witness. ‘Can you state,” 
asked the Chairman, “ whether you know of any 
combination between Nelson Morris & Co, Ar- 
mour & Co., Swift & Co., and others %”’ 

“They have madea cc nbination among them- 
selves to sustain the price of dressed beet. They 
agreed en nm prices incertain Sta and 
there were certain other Statesexcladed. That 
a Sow those States they could pay any price they 
chose. 

‘*Tell me,” said Senator Vest, “have you been 
spoken to by any one since you were subpanaed 
to come here ?” 

“Yes, Sir; I was told by the Fairbank Canning 
Company that I need not come here at all; that 
it was not necessary.” 

The absence of the prominent dressed beef 
shippers, who had been summoned as witnesses, 
visibly irritated Senator Vest. Several times 
during the afternoon he asked if Mr. Armour 
or Mr. Morris was present. Finally a recess 
was taken until to-morrow morning, there being 
no other witnesses ¥ronees, With an impatient 
gesture, Chairman Vest said: “ Other witnesses 
have paid no attention to our subpena O 
course, I am helpless without action by the 
committee. You, gentiemen, understa that 
we have the power to issue a writ of attach- 
ment. Itis impossible for the committee to 
submit to this treatment.” Thecommittee then 
heid a private conference toeonsider whether or 
not should be issued compelling the at- 
tendance of Mr. Armour, Nelson Morris, and 
others before the cemmittese. Senator Vest 
was asked after the meeting what the commit- 
tee had decided todo. He replied: “I cannot 
say this evening,” It's understood that Senator 
Farwell wili usé his influence to secure the at- 
tendance of the gentlemen without attach- 
ments, Senator Vest said: “We do not want 
the sensational features of such proceedings if 
they ean be avoided.”

Such embarrassments as this ar 
likely to arise with any rapid change in the 
market, and the recent rise has been quite 
rapid. and much more unexpected than the 
wiseacres of the Street like to admit. Wall- 
street, which makes a special study of “‘ dis- 
rounting” the immediate future, is not in- 
frequently betrayed by its confidence as to 
what that future is to be, and has been so 
betrayed in this instance, Messrs. Mus-

AID CREE 








A witness who has been engaged in the 
cattle business forthirty years testified be- 
fore the Senate committee in Chicago on 
Monday that the price of live cattle had 
fallen from $38 per hundredweight in 1883 
to $18 in the present year. At the same 
time it was stated that the price of beef to 
the consumer had remained substantially 
‘the same. It is such testimony as this that 
pffords ground for a belief that the 
four or five great firms of buyers, 


the face of it the frequent assertions of 


these firms that no combination exists will ' 


continue to be discredited. The price of 
beef, especially in the Western cities where 
the slaughtering is done, would naturally 
have declined with the price ef cattle if 
the business of buying cattle and supplying 
beef had been carried on under competitive 
conditions. The price of beef might 
even have fallen more rapidly than the 
price of cattle, for it is admitted that in the 
last few years the slaughterers and ship- 
pers who contro! the.trade have reduced the 
cost of supplying beef from their slaughter- 
houses.by utilizing at considerable profit 
much material that formerly went to waste. 
The committee’s inquiry ought to bring out 
all the facts relating to a subject in which 
consumers in all parts of the country are 
deeply interested. 


Up to this time 1t has seemed that the one 
inevitable result of the London strike must 
be to drive business from London to other 
English ports. We, in this country, have 
seen how much “terminal facilities” have 
to do with commercial prosperity and how 
they may often be made to counterbalance 
considerable natural disadvantages. lt 
seems, however, that the workmen of the 
other British ports mean to repel whatever 
business the strike might put in their 
way. At Southampton it was threatened 
that if the ships that could not be 
discharged at London were sent there 
they would not be permitted to unload, and 
at Liverpool the doekmen employed on ships 
laden with grain and flour have taken this 
occasion to strike for an increase of a shil- 
ling a day in their own wages. If this 
policy is pursued at all the British ports, 
none of them will profit at the expense ef 
any other, while it is quite possible that as 
to all the traffic that is transferable Conti- 
nental seaports will benefit at the expense 
of all of them. 





The Turkish version of the origin of the 
present troubles in Crete is, of course, ex- 
actly the opposite of the Hellenic. The 
Porte finds it in the personal antagonism 
between the Christian majority and minor 
ity in the Cretan General Assembly, the 
minority resorting to the fomenting of dis- 
turbances and of resistance to the collectors 
of tithes. Then Mussulman peasants, it 
says, were attacked by miscreants and 
driven to the towns, while the Christians, 
also alarmed, began to emigrate in their 
turn. Five Ottoman soldiers were killed 
while fetching water outside of Canea; the 
Mussulman village of Galata was burned, 
and other villages near Erminos were raid- 
ed. Fifty “Christian brigands”’ plundered 
the treasury of the arrondissement of 
Kedouin and raided the whole Milopotamo 
district. So the story goes on. Of course, 
in a match between the Greeks and the 
Turks in narratives of this character, with 
the Cretuns to aid the former, it is impos- 
sible to reconcile the conflicting accounts 
It has been generally hoped, however, that, 
leaving aside the origin of the troubles, the 
displacement of Riza Pasha by CHAKIR 
Pasha, formerly Ottoman Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, as Governor General ad in- 
terim, may have a good effect. 





The falling off in immigration during the 
last eight months, as shown by the records 
of Castle Garden, settles the general result 
for the year, since after the 1st of Septem- 
ber the influx is relatively so small. In 
place of the 294,191 arrivals last year, 
only 222,056 were registered this year, 
showing a decrease of 72,135, or more 
than one-fourth. The variations in the 
tide of immigration from year to year 
usually result from:a variety of causes, 
depending not so much on immediate cir- 
cumstances in this country or in Europe as 
on preceding periods, during which the 
plans of the immigrants are formed and the 


| contracts entered into. With good crops, a 


good condition of the industrial classes, 
and bright prospects in Europe, especially 
if offset by less favorable conditions here, 
it is safe to predict some sluggishness 
in the immigration for the following 
Spring and through the Summer A 
reverse state of affairs on the two 
sides of the Atlantic shows itself 
usually in the following Spring. There 
are, of course, also variations in the 
activity of immigration agents and trans- 
portation lines, and one prominent cause 
of a decreased emigration -is the pros- 
pect of peace in Europe. This has now 
been good fer more than a year, doubt- 
less with a consequent relaxing in pop- 
ular eagerness to escape the possibilities 
of military service. 


THE VANISHING. SURPLUS. 

The announcement yesterday that the de- 
crease of net debt had ceased, that the in- 
crease of the debt which took place during 
the month of July, so far from being acci- 
dental, had been repeated and quadrupled, 
must have taken every one who has any in- 
telligent interest in the matter by surprise. 
Even the most hardened and reckless of the 
politicians who have been scheming to get 
rid of the surplus must have felt that the 
sign was a serious one. It is really a start- 
ling showing. As was brought out by the 
comparison of the debt statements for the 
months of July and August of each year of 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s term, in the Evening Post 
of yesterday, an average surplus of 
$10,000,000 is replaced by a deficit of 
$6,000,000, or a difference at the rate of 
nearly $200,000,000 a year. We do not 
mean to imply that there will be any such 
difference in the expenditures of the two 
Administrations. There cannot be. The 
appropriations for the year ending June 30, 
1890, have been made, and they cannot be 
very largely exceeded without a distinct 
violation of law, of which we donot be- 
lieve that the present Administration will be 
guilty. The money that has been squan- 
dered in August will have in great part to 
be withheld throughout the rest of the 
year, unless Mr. Harrison and Mr. WIN- 
pom have lost their heads entirely and are 
foolish enough to suppose that the Ameri- 
can taxpayers as a body no longer know or 
care what is done with their money, or 
whether it is or is not legally expended.

national affairs has fallen. It is not a proof 
that the Government. will be bankrupted, 
but it is conclusive proof that, if it were in 
their power, they would regard the bank- 
ruptcy of the Government with great in- 
difference, provided their own ends were 
accomplished. And it must be remembered 
that it is not mere recklessness that prompts 
this conduct on the part of the Republican 
Administration. They started out with an 
avowed purpose to do away with the sur- 
plus revenue, not:by reducing taxation, but 
by increasing éxpenditures, and for this 
they had a distinct.motive. Their cardinal 
object is to prevent a reform of the tariff, 
because the tariff is the source of the wealth 
of the men who supply them with cam- 
paign funds. Itis very simple and direct, 
and there has come to be almost no pre- 
tension of concealment about it. The Re- 
publican National Oonvention last year 
practically gave the Administration now 
made up by its candidate for the Presi- 
dency orders to spend taxes in every way 
in order that there should be no excuse for 
a demand to reduce them. Pensions, new 
pension bills, the Blair Educational Aid 
bill, increase of the navy, new and costly 
coast defenses—anything and everything 
that would take money out of the Treasury 
was to be favored and pushed rather than 
reduce the tariff by a dime. If the tariff 
was to be touched at all,it must be in- 
creased. If the customs duties-still brought 
in more money than could be thrown out of 
the window, they must be carried near 
enough to the prohibitory pomt to check 
importations. 

The Administration, in the headlong haste 
which it has shown so far, is only antici- 
pating instructions and applying them to 
the business in hand, But itis to be hoped 
that the fruit of its doing so may be more 
wholesome than it intended, and that the 
showing for August may open the eyes of 
the people who are not generally too much 
interested in this sort of thing. The wider 
and slower plan laid down by the conven- 
tion is not to be abandoned, we may be 
sure, and in the long run it would be quite 
as dangerous as theone actually in opera- 
tion. But its workings would not be so 
obvious, and the present scheme has the 
advantage of showing clearly beforehand 
what must be expected if the party proj- 
ects are to be carried:out in their fuilness. 
Almost any business man can see the de- 
fect, the great risk, in the management 
that has brought about this amazing result 
so promptly and so unexpectedly. It 
cannot but serve as a warning to rational 
men everywhere, and may tend to arouse a 
spirit that will check the party in power, 
or, if it cannot do that, will finally call it 
to account. 
NOT NEEDED FOR PROTECTION. 
Since ‘his return from Europe. Mr. AN- 
DREW CARNEGIE has frequently spoken6f 
the price of steel rails in this country as 
compared with the price of similar rails in 
England. In a recently-published inter- 
view he was reported as saying that the 
selling price of English rails in London 
and of American rails in this city was the 
same. Recent quotations in English trade 
journals show that the price of heavy rails 
at the factory is about $24, and the 
quotation for Fall deliveries here at 
Eastern mills has recently been about $28. 
The difference in large transactions must 
be small. When the price in London is so 
near the price in this city it is plain that 
the English rails cannot be imported into 
this country, even when free of duty, and 
sold profitably in competition with Amer- 
ican rails for use on roads west of Pitts- 
burg. The slight difference would be re- 
moved by the freight charges from an 
English port. 

But there is a duty of $17 a ton, or about 
70 per cent. on the quoted price of Eng- 
lish rails. From the protectionists’ point of 
view, why is this duty needed? What 
purpose does it serve? Mr. CARNEGIE’S 
statements and the current quotations 
show that itis not needed for the protec- 
tion of the American manufacturer. If the 
duty were $5 instead of $17 it would still 
prevent the importation of foreign rails. If 
it be true that the price of English rails 
in London is the same as the price 
of American rails in this city—and Mr. 
CARNEGIR’s testimony is that of one 
of the largest manufacturers of railse— 
no duty whatever is required for the pro- 
tection of the railmaker here. Still, it was 
urged by Mr. CARNEGIE’S party associates 
in the last national campaign and during 
the debate in Congress that a reduction of 
this duty from $17 to $11, as proposed in 








ihe domestic industry, and it was on this 
ground that the Republicans of the Senate 
refused to provide for a similar reduction 
in their bill. 

A duty of $17 is not required for the pro- 
tection of the American railmaker, but it 
may serve as an instrument of extortion 
under certain conditions, and the retention 
of it can now be advocated only by persons 
who hope or-desire to make such. a use of 
it. The price of American rails appears to 
be regulated now by competition among the 
manufacturers. Some of the machinery by 
which the old combination was maintained 
may still exist, but prices do not 
appear to be fixed by it. If the 
old combination should be renewed, 
or if a new one should be made by 
substantially all of the manufacturers in 
this country, the price of rails would be 
raised, and then the duty of $17 would be 
of -great service to the ring. The price, 
now about $28, was raised by a combina- 
tion to $40 in 1887, and the average price 
for that year was above $35. Then the 
duty of $17 served a ring’s interests by 
enabling the combined manufacturers to 
exact so high a price in the home market 
without causing the importation of foreign 
rails. Butit was not needed then for the 
protection of railmakezs doing business in 
free and fair competition with each other. 

It does not seem probable now that thé 
combination will be renewed, but the res- 
toration of it is at all times possible, and

should be maintained, as they were in 
1887 and at times in previous years. The 
tempting duty should be reduced at least 
60 per cent. next Winter, updn the incon- 
trovertible proof furnished by the manu- 
facturers theraselves that scarcely any 
part of it is required for protection. In this 
way the people should make it impossi- 
ble for any combination of the rail- 
makers to tax them again as they have 
frequently been taxed heretofore. If this 
duty shall be retained in any tariff bill that 
shall be framed and supported by the ma- 
jority in Congress next Winter, or if 92 per 
cent. of it shall be retained (as was pro- 
vided in the Allison bill of the last session), 
this course will be taken in obedience to 
the demands of those who hope to.make a 
combination and raise prices by suppress- 
ing competition, and not in the interests of 
protection alone. The duty so preserved 
will be a duty designed for use.as an “in- 
strument of private greed,” and not 
a duty fixed to protect domestic pro- 
ducers who are engaged in such competi- 
tion as the protective policy is designed, 
we are told, to cause and encourage. 


THE COURTS AND THE PRESS. 

Now that the proceedings in the divorce 
suit of Sheriff FLAcK against himself have 
been submitted to the Grand Jury there is 
every reason to believe that justice will be 
done. There is no fault to be found with 
Judge GILDERSLEEVE’s charge on the sub- 
ject, and the District Attorney seems to 
have put before the Grand Jury all the 
evidence in his possession or in that of. the 
Judges of the Common Pleas that bears 
upon the case. The Grand Jury is pre- 
sumably disposed and competent to make a 
presentment in accordance with the evi- 
dence thus laid before it, and the public 
will incline-to accept as just the disposition 
made of the case by that body. 

This is the first time, however, since the 
history of the case was brought to light 
that the public has felt or could feel such a 
confidence, and the present condition of the 
case isa result of the agitation made by 
the public press. ‘Trial by newspaper” 
undoubtedly has its disadvaniages, and 
very likely newspapers eften comment 
upon procedures with regard to which they 
might better withhold comment... There is 
@ general impression, however, in legal, 
and especially in judicial “circles” that 
any comment by the press upon legal pre- 
ceedings, not only pending but determined, 
is an interference with the course of 
justice to be resented even where it can 
be formally ‘rebuked. Indeed, itis not un- 
common to hear lawyers declaring in one 
breath that newspapers ought to be pre- 
vented from discussing lawsuits and in the 
next that some Judge has committed an 
abuse of power that ought to be ‘‘shown 
up” in the press. Judges, however, are 
pretty consistently of the opinion that all 
discussions of judicial proceedings in the 
newspapers are mischievous as tending to 
interfere with the administration of justice 
and to induce a disrespect for the courts. 

It is scarcely probable that the Judges of 


venerable sentiment for some time to come. 
They now strongly suspect that that court 
has been deceived and made use of to pro- 
mote the personal comfort and connubial 
ambitions of an influential politician be- 
longing to the same “hall” with the Judge 
before whom the cause was “tried.” The 
result of ‘this trial was to obtain-a divorce, 
ostensibly for the benefit and at the suit of

reason of the misconduct of a man 
who did, and really for his _ benefit. 
This.is a result which the law of this State 
takes special pains to prevent, and yet it 
is the result that was reached in the “ or- 
derly administration of justice,” and that 
would have stood unchallenged if there 
had not heen asubsequent proceeding in 
the nature of atrial by newspaper. From 
this proceeding Mrs. Fuack for the first 
time learned how she had been tricked, 
and itis charitable to believe that from it 
Judge BooxKsTAVER learned for the first 
time how he had been tricked, though he 
did not discover any great resentment when 
he did learn it, nor did: he propose to allow 
a trifle like that to abridge his vacation. 

Happily, his associates took a more serious 
view of the reputation of the court, and 
took such action as might be expected of 
honorable men and upright Judges. But 
they must admit that if the newspapers 
had merely acquiesced in the decision of 
the court, as Judges frequently intimate 
that they ought to do, and refrained from 
instituting an investigation op their own 
account, they themselves would have had 
no suspicion that there was anything wrong 
in the disposition made of, the Flack case, 
or that the ‘“‘plaintifi’s counsel” / and 
“referee” and the pretense of a contest 
that appear on the papers in*the suit were 
anelaborate apparatus devised by FLACK, or 
FLack’s lawyer, for the purpose of conceal- 
ing the nature of the transaction by which 
the court was deceived and the law evaded. 
If it turns out that this was the case, then 
the Judges of the Common Pleas will owea 
debt of gratitude to the newspapers for an 
extra-judicial investigation, and in any 
event they will have to thank the news- 
papers for putting them uponinquiry. By 
submitting the papers to the Grand Jury 
they make the most effective admission 
that the administration of justice by the 
courts may sometimes be revised toits ad- 
vantage by the press. 


THE ORANGE TROST. 

Producers and consumers throughout the 
country cannot help but rejoice with the 
Florida orange growers that at last they 
are to reap the fruits, or rather gather the 
fruits, of long waiting and much toil. After 
years of struggling with ships and cars that 
delayed their crops till they spoiled, with 
frosts and worms that destroyed their trees, 
and with commission agents who sometimes 
became confused in their accounts, the 
growers of oranges are at this late day te be 
taken under the fatherly care of their only 
true friends in the North, and their business 
is to be made as profitable as it has hereto- 
fore been uncertain and dangerous. The 
‘Florida Orange Growers and Dealers’ Pro- 
tective Association,” organized in this city,

the drawbacks of cold seasens and slow 
transportation, and tomake itas surely prof- 
itable as the Florida land advertisements 
have ever represented it. The public mind is 
naturally and not unreasonably somewhat 
prejudiced against anything that may be 


considered a. “* trust,” but this new orange. 


trust must not be confounded with any of 
the great monopolies that are known by 
that name. For six firms of commission 
merchants to.meet in this city and organize 
an association which is to control the Flor- 
‘ida orange crop, and for them to contribute 
of their wealth to that end to the amount 
of $7560, is not merely a bold business 
move; it is a work of philanthropy, and 
deserves to be considered as such. 

_No growers of oranges appear in the 
membership of the new association; but 
this is not to be wondered at. Orange 
raising has not recently been such a profit- 
able business that the growers can afford 
long and expensive trips to the metropolis, 
even with the hope é6f bettering their con- 
dition; and in their enforced absence none 
are. so well able to represent their interests 
as the commission men, for none surely 
know so well how badly the growers are in 
need of organization and assistance. In a 
more primitive state of society it might be 
imagined that the people who raise and 
sell the oranges and the people who buy 
and eat them were the parties principally 
eoncernéd; bat it is not so in this country, 
where the middleman in New-York or Bos- 
ten or Philadelphia is the real orange 
dealer, and the grower is merely a machine 
to pull out weeds and pick off oranges. 

The orange growers of Florida, as repre- 
sented by their friends the commission mer- 
bhants, fell into the curious error of insert- 
ing in their constitution a clause asserting 
that ‘“‘while we pledge ourselves to buy in 
Florida, along with others, that portion of 
the crop which will supply our section, we 
expect the Florida grower to cease consign- 
ment of his fruit unless the same is con- 
signed te a member of this organization.” 
Of course it is an anomaly for the Florida 
growers to talk ef buying any portion of 
the crop, because their business is to sell, 
not te buy; but their lack of experience in 
drafting constitutions must excuse this 
trifling lapse. And the comntission mer- 
chants, in their zeal to do everything possi- 
ble for the advantage of the growers, re- 
served to themselves the right to go to 
Florida, as usual, to buy whatever fruit they 
could get. This was only natural, for while 
working in the interests of the growers 
they must still make a modest living for 
themselves, and even the sometimes unrea- 
sonable growers could not object to their 
carrying their check-books to Florida and 
buying what they wanted. The disinter- 
ested friendship of the dealers in taking 
this matter in hand for the benefit of the 
growers cannot be too warmly praised, and 
they are even more deserving of gratitude 
for leaving undone what they might have 
done than for what they have actually ac- 
complished. They might, for instance, have 
organized a real orange trust, and put 
money enough in their treasury to buy up 
the entire Florida crop, and sent agents 
down to do thé businéss. While this would 
still ‘have benetited the growers by the 
lively competition likely to ensue, it would 
have worked a great hardship to lovers of 
oranges by making the retail price exorbi- 
tantly high. But they began operations in 
the modest way that becomes agents when 
acting for absent principals, and their mod- 
esty is a guarantee that they are working 
in good faith and for the benefit ef all con- 
cerned, or nearly all. 

It will be necessary for this mild and in- 

nocuous trust to have a headquarters in 
Florida, and it may be presumed that this 
will be in some quiet place near the centre 
of the orange district. It could not at any 
rate be in Jacksonville or St. Augustine, for 
the $750 available for the agent’s salary 
and expenses would not maintain him in

These minor matters, however, can easily 
be settled by the orange growers on the 
spot, since their friends and agents in New- 
York have arranged all the important de- 
tails. It speaks well for the business tact 
and integrity of purpose of the orange 
growers and their friends, the commission 
merchants, that they have organized the 
good work on this modest and equitable 
basis, instead of assuting to control every- 
thing, as the Chatham-square vendors dia 
when they organized the great peanut 
trust, thraateniag to boycott every peanut 
grower who made consignments to any firms 
but their own, and to prosecute any outside 
dealer who sold peanuts that had been 
roasted over Sunday.

PROHIBITION KEPUBLIOANS. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.—Avout one hundred 
gentlemen responded to the call issued by 
Henry H. Faxon for a meeting to-day, the pur- 
pose being, as stated in the call, to support none 
but temperance Republicans in the approaching 
campaign, ana to oppose the candidacy of J. Q. 
A. Brackett, Lieutenant Governor, for any 
official position. It was an exclusive confer- 


ence, with all the formality of a party conven- 
tion, and only those who had delegates’ creden- 
tials were aamitted. 

The Hon. Frederick Fosdick was elected tem- 
porary Chairman and the Rev. J. B. Gould tem- 
porary Secretary, and the temporary organiza- 
tion was made permanent, with the addition of 
H. H. Faxon, the Rev. D. O. Mears, the Hon. G. 
P. Ladd, and the Hon. A. G. Hill as Vice Presi- 
dents. A number of resolutions outlining the 

olicy of the meeting were submitted and re- 

erred tO a Committee on Resolutions. Ad- 
dresses were made by the Chairman ana 
Messrs. Faxon, Mears, and Gould. The Hon. 
B. B. Johnson was loudly applauded in the 
course of a fifteen-minute speech. He said: 

“Our platform as expressed in the circular which 
is the basis of our case, aud which has been agreed 
to = ali the members of this conference, sets ont 
the following points : First, the necessity of speedy 
organization on the part of temperance Republic- 
ans; second, that the principle of prohibition is 
goo olicy ; third, that the Republican 
Party is in danger of surrenderm to the 
corrupting influence of the liquor traffic; fourth, 
that the State officers should be earnest temperance 
workers, with positive temperance records; fifth 
that the cause of the demand for more jails should 
be destroyed; sixth, that the liquor traffic doubles 
our taxes; seventh, that the Governor should show 
to the people the items comprising taxation, and 
eighth, that it is our duty to organize in moral and 
political work for prohibition.”

THE NEW ORUISERS. 


THE CHARLESTON’S SUCCESSFUL TRIAL 
—THE TEST OF THE BALTIMORE. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Latest information 
from San Francisco confirms the first reports of 
the success of the cruiser Charieston on her 
official trial trip. A letter received to-day from 
an engineer on boara during the trial states 
tnat the engines improved so much in their 
work toward the end of the first four hours of 
the trial that the run was continued for two 
hours longer, and the engines were doing better 
at the end of the six hours than at any other 


time during the run, and the only re 

trial wae not still further extend wae that oe 
firemen were completely exhaus by their six 
hours’ work in the closed firercoms. The 
writer states that the log showed from 181g té 
18% knots speed during the trial. 


The Naval Board, consisting of Capt Kirk- 
land, Capt. How1son, Chief Engineer Glass, and 
Naval Constructor Varney, appointed to wit 


ness the official trial of the new steel cruiser’ 
Baltimore, has finished its inspection of the 
material and workmanship of the vessel, and 
the builders are now engaged in weighting her 
down to her proper displacement, peogeseasty 
for the four hours’ steam trial next esday, 
This wae done by filling her bunkers fuil rf 
coal and by placing piles of pig iron op the gua 
deck to make up for the weight of her guns. 
When the Baltimore goes on her trial she wiil 
berun for four hours under forced draught, 
The engines and firerooms will be in charge of 
the contractors with naval engineers present te 
observe the working of the boilers and engines, 
An engineer will be stationed at each cylinder 
and indicator cards will be taken every fifteen 
minutes. The average of these cards will give 
the indicated horse power for the trial. 

The contract calls for 9,000 horse power, and 
provides for 4 premium of $100 for each horse 
power over that amount, and a penalty of $100 
for each horse power below it. As the engines 
were originally designed for 10,750 horse power, 
the coutractors ought to have no difficulty in 
earn @® handsome premium. In a private 
trial at the dock last week one engine aione 
made over 4,500 horse wer, and better re- 
sults will doubtiess be obtained in the official 
trial, Daring the dock trial the machinery 
showed a beg ee rag to heat slightly. There 
will be less liability to this trouble on a freg 
route trial.

RETALIATION IN MEXIOO. 


AMERICAN CATTLEMEN TO SUFFER FOR 
MR. WINDOM’S POLICY. 


Cirr OF MEXICO, via Galveston, Sept. 3.—Pos 
sibly as a consequence of Secretary Windom’s 
hostile interpretations of the American tariff 
laws, the Mexican Government has revised 
Article L of its customs tariff, wherein living 
animals are made free of duty, and has imposed 
heavy duties on imported cattle, swine, sheep, 
mules, and goats, a measure that cannot fail to 
nave a most disastrous effect on the business of 
supplying this city with meat from the United 
States. This business has already grown to 
large proportions, and the railway companies 
have provided special stock and refrigerator 
cars to meet the growing wants of this profit- 
able trade, Now the Government steps in and 
places a duty of 10 cents per kilogram on fresh 
meat, $3 on each beef animal, $2 25 on pia, 
$2 each on mules, and 35 cents on sheep. Tae 
decree goes into effect Nov. 1. 

The new duty on fresh meat puts a stop to the 
importation of dressed beef from Kansas City. 
Public sentiment has of late been very bitter 
against the fiscal -— of the American Gov- 
ernment, although the American people are not 
regarded as to blame, it being clearly under- 
stood here that political necessities have driven 
the American Government to lend itself to the 
demands of the ultra protegtionists. If Secre- 
tary Windom persists in his anti-Mexican trade 

olicy it will react severely on the already 

arge and profitable business with this country, 
and every doliar lost to American manufactur- 
ers will go to Europe for the same classes of 
goods. The organs here of European interests 
are taking pains to show the Mexican people 
how damuging Windom’s ailver-lead ruling is to 
the mining business of this country, and itis no 
exaggeration to say that it has produced al- 
‘ready serious results for the railway companies 
and miners, and probably American invest- 
ments here have suffered worst of all. Mr. 
Windom could not aid the crusade of —— 
merchants in this country against Americs 
manafacturers more effectually than he is do 
with his hostile policy toward Mexico.

PUTS OUT THE DEVASTATING FORES? 
FIRES. 


HELENA, Montana, Sept. 3.—The forest fires 
which have been raging in the mountains for 
the last six weeks are now supposed to have 
been extinguished by the heavy rain and snow 
which fell last night. In the vicinity of Elliston 
and Ten Miles snow to the depth of four to 
six inches covers the ground. The fires raged 
fiercely Saturday and Sunday. Fifteen hundred 
people, 1t is estimated, turned out at Elliston 
and other places to fight the fire. They worked 
all night Saturday and to 1:30 Sunday night. 
Many came out with scorched faces, burned 
clothing, and bloodshot eyes. Huge cinders 
were flying in the air, and the arrival of rain 
and snow Was never so welcome as it was there. 

In the morning the top of the range was cov- 
ered with snow, a very rare occurrence at this 
season of the year. The fire still smolders in 
the trunks of trees and may take a fresh start 
if the wind rises. Many bridges have been 
burned, as well as the miners’ cabins. The 
snowfall saved the town of Jay Gould and the 
gold mill and mining property there. The fire 
at Ten Miles was a fierce and disastrous one, 
Sturricks & Browns’ mill was amass of ruins. 
The timber in that section was fir, cedar, and 

ine, and was said to be the finest forest in 

entana. Hundreds of the trees were four fees 
thick at the trunk. There was one pile of logs 
which stood 20 feet high and 300 feet long. 
The area burned is very large and the occupa- 
tion of the woodman in that section is gone for- 
ever, 28 everything is burned to ashes.

GHE FACTS IN THE FLAOK 
DIVORCE COASE. 
JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE CHARGES THAT 
JUSTICE MUST BE’ DONE, “ LET 
THE AXE FALL WHERE IT MAY.” 


As expected, Col. Fellows, the cherubic and 
complacent District Attorney of New-York 
County, came up smiling in Part I. of the Court 
of General Sessions yesterday at 11 A. M., the 
hour fixed for the convening of that branch of 
the criminal tribunal. The fact that the in- 
famous Flack conspiracy would be formally 
presented to the new Grand Jury for investiga- 
tion attracted scores of curious persons. No 
ore, however, was admitted to the court room 
who did not make it plain that he had business 
ora tight to the privilege. 

Tt is a notable fact that those most interested 
in the scandalous affair were conspicuous by 
their absence. Judge Bookstaver of the Court 
of Common Pleas is enjoying the salubrious 
climate of Yellowstone Park, and probably 
watching the developments in the case from 
afar. Civil Justice Ambrose Monell, Sheriff 
Flack, Lawyer Wright, Referee Meeks; and all 
the others implicated were in the city, but cau- 
tiously remained undercover. They had plenty 
of Tammany friends on the alert, however, and 
heard the news long befure it was published. 
Ex-Judge Fullerton, the Sberii’s  spe- 
cial counsel, cawie into the court room 
at 11:06. He peered about, with one 


hand shading his eyes from the light of day, 
phatted a moment with ex-Judge. Gedney anda 
tall gray-haired companion, shook the lert hand 
of the genial District Attorney, and went out 
again without sitting down. Hecame and van- 
nished like an old man with much on his mind. 
Well-known lawyers and politicians moved in 
and out of the room with characteristic freedom. 
he bulk of those persons present who remained 
n their seats were solid, respectable-looking 
en. They were the jurors summoned, and it 
was generally remarkedjthat the collection was 
an uncommonly good one, to all appearances. 

Assistant District Attorney Davis was the 
first representative of the people to appear. He 
brought a formidable bundle of lexal papers. 
The papers in the Flack case, which have been 
kept by # trust company siave they were trans- 
ferred from the Court of Common Fieas, were 
obtained early yesterday morning by Assistant 
District Attorney Bedford and personally 
handed by him to Col. Fellows. He met Judge 
Gildersleeve at the private entrance to the 
court room at 11:05, and they ascended the 
bench together.

‘The Colonel came down from the bench smiling, 
shook hands with ex-Judge Fuilertun aud oth- 
ers, and took a seat near his assistant, Mr. 
Davis.

When the Grand Jury were duly organized 
Judge Gildersleeve proceeded to. charge them. 
He first took occasion to acquaint them with 
certain information furnished him vy Col. Fel- 
lows respecting the number of cases ready for 
trial and for their consideration. The number, 
it was represeuted, was remarkably small 

Special empharis was given the statement 
that none but legal evidence should be consid- 
ered. Rumors and suspicions should have no 
weight in their deliberations. _They must not 
be delicate or hesitating about dismissing 
charges; indictments were to be tound only on 
a sutticiency of evidence. 

Thou came the presentation of the Flack mat- 
ter. Judge Gildersleeve spoke as followe: 


“It is not very often that we have ang special 
matter to which to call your attention. I have, 
howevef, now to call vour attention to such & mat- 
ter. District Attorney Fellows received a commu- 
nication last week from Chief Justice Larremore of 
the Courtof Common Pleas, and it is my duty to 
call your attention to the subject of that communi- 
cation, which has been Landed tome. Mr. Chief 
Justice Larremore states that by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of his associates of the Court of 
Common Pleas he placed in the hands of District 
Attorney Fellows for investigation by your body 
all the original papers in an action entitled Mary 
+. Fiack, plaintiff, against James <A. Flack, de- 
fendant. The relief demanded in the complaint is 
that the bonds of matrimony between the plaintiff 
and defendant be dissolved. 

“Mr. Justice Larremore further states in stb- 
stance that 10 is yy that the plaintiff did not 
authorize, consent, or know of the commencement 
ef the action, and that she did not authorize and 
employ the person named as plaintiff's attorney for 
the ye of bringing any such action. 

“Now, gentlemen, if, after a careful investiga- 
tion, you become satisfied that a couspiracy was en- 
tered iuto to falsely institute an action and prevent 
justice, then the provisions of Section 163 of the 
Penal Code may bave been violate:t and a present- 
mert should be returned against the parties to the 
couspiracy, whoever they may appear to be. 

“Itis further intimated by Chief Justice Larre- 
more that there is some evidence tending to show 
that deceit was practiced upon the court in the 
course of the proceedings in the action. If you find 
that the evidence shows such to be the case, then 
some action by your vody under Section 1438 of the 
Penal Code wiil be proper. Attention is also called 
to Section 71 of the Code of Civil Procedure, with 
reference to deceit practiced by an attorney, mak- 
ing him liable te treble damages and his offense a 
misdemeanor. 

“f cannot at this moment advise you more fully 
with reference to yourduty. When you have ascer- 
tained all the facts, assisted by the District Attor- 
bey, Who will place the fey tee in your hands, it 
‘will be your duty to consult him as to the questions 
of law, and also to get the advice of the court as to 
the law applicable to the facts which you ascertain. 

“In conclusion I cannot do better than read a 
brief portion of my charge to the Grand Jury in 
March, 1886, when it was my duty to charze them 
in respect to the alleged bribery connected with ob- 
taining the franchise of the Broadway Surface Katl- 


road: 

“*It is manifestly the duty of the enginery 
charged with the investigation and punishment of 
crime in this county to probe the scandal to its 
lowest depths, and to uncover tothe light and the 
operations of law and justice every act connected 
therewith.’ This is your duty. Let the axe fall 
where it may, we have but one code of laws; they 
recognize neither color, nationality, nor rank. Re- 
member your oaths: ‘You shall present no person 
from envy, hatred, or malice, por shail you teave 
auy one unpresented from fear, favor, affection, or 
reward, or the hope thereof."”’ 

The papers in the Flack case were handed to 
the foreman, and the Grand Jurors were at 
ence escorted to their rooms. ‘Lheir delibera- 
tions are secret. 

After the retirement of the Grand Jury, Part

OBITUARY. 


SAMUEL AUSTIN ALLIBONE. 

Samuel Austin Allibone, LL. D., an American 
scbo!ur, whose “ Dictionary of Authors” will be 
an enduring monument, died on Monday at 
Luzerne, Switzerland, where he had been for 
some months in search of health He 
was a native of Philadelphia, hav- 
ing been born there April 17, 1816, 


and was for a long time engaged in busi- 
ness in thatcity. A man of liberal education 
and tastes, bis leiaure was devoted to literary 
pursuits, ant it was a8 an amateur that he 
began the great work to which many of 
the best years of his life were devoted. 
He lived at this time on Arch street, 
above Ninth, in an old-fashioned Philadelphia 
house, in which the library was the conspicuous 
feature, and his published writings consisted 
mainly of some contributions to theological 
peace lg (f Mr. Allibone being an earnest 
member of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
and _ eapaciay interested in Sunday-schoal 
wor 

The completion of the great “ Critical Diction- 
ary of English Literature and British and 
American Authors,” the first volume of which 
was published in 1854, proved an under- 
taking of such magnitude that it gradually 
absorbed all his time, and it established 
his position as a leading authority in the 
line of research into which it led him. The sec- 
ond and third volumes of this great work were 
not printed until aiter an interval of seventeen 
years, during which Dr. Allibone had published 
an “ Aiphabetical Index to the New Testament” 
and several minor works, and had become 
the book editor and Corresponding Sec- 
etary of the American Sunday School 
Union. In connection with his work on 
the dictionary, which contains biographical and 
critical notices of no fewer than 46,000 au- 
thors, be compiled several volumes of poetical 
and prose quotations, and also indexes to sev- 
eral important publications, as well as a variety 
of religious tracts and handbooks. Ten 
sears ago Dr. Allibone was appointed 
librarian of the then newly-endowed 
Lenox Library in New-York, and removed to 
that city,awhere he lived until the past year, 
when failing health compelled him to go abroad, 
accompanied by Mrs. Ailibone, who has been 
bis constant assistant in his literary labors. 
Besiaes his widow he leaves a daugbter, the 
wife of Charles Carver of the Philadeiphia bar.

JOHN LOOMIS. 

John Loomis, a leading business man and. Re- 
publican politician of Northern New-Jersey, 
died at his home in Deckertown on Sunday 
night of heart failure. Mr. Loomis was born at 
Suffield, Conn., Oct. 22, 1772, and came with his 
parents to Deckertown when a child. He was 
one oi the founders, and, up to his death a man- 
aging Director, of the Farmers’ National Bank 


of Deckertown. In company with De Witt °C. 
Littlejohn una Henry R. Low he organized the 
old New-York and New-Jersey Midiand Rail- 
road Company, now the New-York, Susque- 
banna and Western Company, and built the 
road from Jersey City to Middletown. He was 
the Vice President and active manager of the 
company. 

He was a Director in the Pennsylvania, 
Poughkeepsie, and Boston Railroad Company, 
which is now building a line across Northern 
New-Jersey. Mr. Loomis was also one of the 
founders aad Presiient of the Sussex County 
Muk Producers’ Union. He was active in 
political affairs, without seeking office, and 
represented his district in many Republican: 
State and National Conventions. He leavesa 
widow and one son.

END OF THE RACE WAR NEAR MINTER 
CITY, MISS. 


JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 3.—Lhe Capital Licht 
Guards of this city arrived here from Leflore 
County at 3 P. M. to-day, having left Minter 
City yesterday at 3 P.M. They réport that 
there were 275 armed negroes congregated near 
Minter City, but they had been dispersed before 
the arrival of the military. A large body 
of white men, mounted and armed, had flocked 
there from various points before the arrival of 
the troops. These men had dispersed the ne- 
gzroes and captured some of the leaders. Re- 
ports as to whether any negroes had been killed 
or as tothe number captured were very conflict 
ing. One negro was certainly killed by another 
negro for refusing to join thew. One man told 
the officers tiat he saw six dead negroes six 


miles from the river. Other reports place: the 
number higher, while some denied that there 
had been any Killing except the one stated. 

The troopsecaptured and turned over to the 
sheriff forty pegroes. It was reported after the 
troops left thatone of the negro leaders was 
hanged. The sheriff under whose. orders the 
troops were placed notified them that they were 
needed no longer, and they took his receipt 
for the negroes they had captured and left by 
boat. A member. of the company says that 1t 
was impossible to get any reliable information 
as to what really had occurred, that it was a 
certainty that from three hundred to four bun- 
dred armed negroes congregated, vowing venge- 
ance against the whites on Saturday night, and 
it was certain that large bodies of white men 
had dispersed them and captured some of them; 
but no true account could be obtained of the 
joss of human life, as the violence occurred 
back from the river several miles. The white 
people of Bhell Mound deserted the place on 
Saturday and sought refuge in safer quarters,

least five vessels in New-York Harbor yester- 
day--and tugboats at thar, all but one of them. 
A big ship had been saved from destruction by 
fire and asum calculated at not leas than $30,000 
is likely to be divided among the five rescuing 
vessels. As a result there 1s not a deckhand or 
cook aboard the tugs Talisman, Temple, Indian, 
and Mirand and the steamer John Sylvester 
who ‘1s not hoping’ that he will be awarded at 
least $1,000. It is expected that fully $150,000 
salvage will result from saving the British ship 
Bay of Naples from burning early yesterday 
morning at her anchorage off Bedlow’s Island. 
The Bay of Naples was to have cleared for 
Rangoon to-day. She had on board a fuil cargo 
of case oil and was manned by acrew of twen- 
ty-four men. A little after midnight the anchor 
watch smelled the odor of fire from his position 
on the forecastle. He sprang at the fastenings 
of the fore hatch, tore them off with the assist- 
ance of 4n axe, and the next instant saw that 


the fore hold was a mass of, flame. Closing the 
hatch the sailor rushed aft to the cabin door 
and gave the alarm, -Capt. Thompson took in 
the situation in an instant. His ship, loaded 
with oil, was on fire. He seized a couple of rock- 
ets, rushed on deck, planted the sticks against 
the rail, and fired the signals. k 

By this time all hands were on deck. The 

_ hose was led along from three or four pumps 

and sw conple of hands chopped holes in the 
deck. Through these apertures the nozzles of 
the hose were run, aad while three-fourths of 
tne men worked at the pumps the remaincer 
stuffed battens around the hose nozzies, and 
closed tight every crack through which it was 
possible for any air to get below. 

Within twenty minutes after the first rocket 
had been fired the Mirand bore down on the 
ship. The tug was on her way to Philadelphia, 
going out on the last of the fiood tide, when the 
sight ofaship in distress caused ber to alter 
her course without delay. Then, following each 
Other in quick succession, came the Talisman, 
the Temple, the. Indian, and thé Sylvester. The 
Sylvester is a ferrybuat plying between South 
Ferry and Bay Ridge. She was on her last trip 
when the signa) of the Bay of Naples was dis- 
cerned. Notwithstanding there were a few 
passengers aboard, the Sylvester bore down 
direct on the Naples and got her lines aboard 
and was at work ina very short time. It will, 
no doubt, rom pow g s0me of her passengers to 
learn that each of them is entitled to a certain 
portion of the salvage mouey. 

As svon as the fire steamers got hold of the 
Bay of Naples steps were at once taken to get 
the vessel into shallow water. There wus no 
time to weigh anchor, so the chain was slipied 
snd the steamers started uhead, making direct 
for the anchorage to the southward of Gov- 
ernor’s Island. The Naples was pulled in close 
to Governor’s Island and soon as she 
grounded the water was poured ifto her hoid 
with a Vengeance. The police boat Patrol com- 
ing up rendered further assistance by turning 
in water from her four pumps. By this time the 
fire was in hand, and a litile later, with 17 feet 
of water in her hold, the Bay of Naples was 
safe and the fire was out. 

The next thing to do was to get the water out. 
The pumps were set at work, but the crew was 
pretty well used up, some by burns and others 
by hard work, and a tug was employed 
to pump the shipout. As the Bay of Naples 
lies now she is on good soft mud, off Governor’s 
Island, and can be readily gutton off at bigh 
water. Aside from the oil that was stowed for- 
ward of the foremwast, there is comparatively 
little injury done. It seems a miracle that the 
vessel did not go like a flash, and it can only 
be accounted for by the prompt flooding of the 
hold. So great was the heat at times that 
the men could not work forward of the fore- 
mast, while in the starboard bow twisted pilates 
attest the heat to which they -were subjected. 

Tbe Bay of Naples is a full-riaged three- 
masted iron ship of 1,621 tons burden, 266 feet 
long, 39 teet wide and 23 fest deptu of hold 
She belongs to J. & G. Bullock & Co, of London, 
and was bullt in Aberdeen, Scotiand, in 1875. 
She arrived at this porton July 24 with a cargo 
of 1,000 tona of Portiand cement consigned to 
her agents Simpson Spence & Young of 78 
Broad-street. she reloaded at Hunier,s Point 
with 55,600 cases of high-proof fretined kerosene 
oil, shipped by Russel & Co, of Wall-street to 
their agents in Rangoon. It is estimated that 
the cargo, which is valued at $55,000, has been 
damaged at least $12,000, as from 6,000 
to 8,000 cans of oil are a total lose. 
The vessel wiil be taken to the Erie Basin, 
where she will be put on the dry dock and re- 
paired. .The less on the ship will be at least 
$15,000. ‘She is now in charge of the under- 
writers. / ; 

Tug men were figuring yesterday that 60 or 

70 ra cent. of the value of the ship and cargo 
will be awarded as salvage, or, allowing: tor 
damage by the fire, about $150,000, as their 
estimate is that the Bay of Naples and the oil 
she carried were worth $200,000. These figures 
are bigger than those of the agente, butif they 
are anywhere near correc h of the res- 
cuing steamers will get sbouyl4 ,000. Accord- 
ing to Admiralty decisio one-half of each 
vessel’s share goes to the @ and the other 
half to the owners. Of the one-half for tne 
crew the master takes one-half—or a quarter of 
the whole—while the remaining one-quarter 
of the whole is divided up among the 
engineer, firemen, and decx hands pro 
rata. ‘This would . give thé 4 
of each of the steamers about $7,500, and as 
each tug carries about fivé hands the share of 
these men is figured at about $1,000 apiece, 
the engineer receiving, bowever, the larzest 
amount atter the Vaptain, Salvage money can 
only be allowed to those who afe actually on 
board, whether crew or not. 

There are few deck hands on the tugboats of 
this harbor who are not well posted on Admir- 
alty law. Young and old hand& will spin out 
with remarkable accuracy list after list of sal- 
vage cases decided by the courte. To get hoid 
of a distressed vessel any craft showing the 
**Union down” by day or a sky rocket by night 
is the aim and ambition of every tugboat man. 

As an evidence of the sharpness displayed on 
this score, itis told of the tug Hawley, oiie of 
the handiest boats in the h&rbof, that sie re- 
cently ran gcross a big ship anchored off the 
bar, deserted. It appears that the ship got 
aground on the bar at low water, and that the 
master decided togo upto the city ina tug 
that had hold of the ship, get a gang of riggers, 
take them aboard, and, as he was towed upthe 
bay, get his topgaliantmasts housed for pass- 
ing under the bridge. The master took 
all hands off in the tug, and left the 
ship at anchor. About an hour : later 
the Hawley came along, ran up alongside 
the vessel, and hailed, but received no answer. 
The master of the Hawley boarded the craft, 
but could tind no one. Going up on the poop 
deck he discovered that the ship was dragging 
her anchor. Then he signaleda tug lying close 
in shore, proceeded to get up aponor, and had 
the latter nearly aweigh when the sienaied 
boat came aiongside. Accepting the oifer to 
take half that was made, the second tug took 
hold with the Hawiey and little diticulty was 
found in crossing the bar. . 

About half way up the lower bay a tug was 
met carrying back the ae of the ofp with 
a gang of riggers. The Master of the Hawley 
forbade any one to touch the ship’s deck before 
his charge was anchored off Communipaw Flata. 
A salvage claim was at once put in and the 
court allowed the Hawley and her ally $30,000.

THE LITTLE MIAMI DEFAULT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 3.—The Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati and St. Louis Railway, generally known 
as the Pan Bandle, which 1s a part of the great 
Pennsylvania system, has defaulted payment of 
$146,422 42, interest on Little Miami and 
Columbus and Xenia stocks and Columbus and 
Xenia bonds. The lines are leased by the Pan 
Handle. The Little Miami has made a demand 
for the money on the Pennsylvania Railroad 


Company, which guaranteed the fulfillment of 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnati ana St. Louis lease. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad holds that the 
Little Miami bas defauited in the matter of 
betterment to the property. The dispute be- 
tween the railroad companies broke out some 
time ago, and tne default was generally expect- 
The Pennsylvania Railroad will not, it was 
stated to-day by one of the leading officials of 
the company, recede from its position. It is 
probable that the courts will be called upon to 
settle the dispute. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 3.—On Third-street 
to-day all the talk is in regard to the defaulting 
of the interest on the Little Miami Railroad 


atock by the Pennsylvania Sowert. ‘rhe 
Little Miami is in a peculiar position. I[t has a 
Board of Directors composed ‘of twelve men. 
These Directors have nothing to do with the 
practical business of railroading. AJl they do is 
to collect the interest money trom the Peunsyl- 
vania and divide it properly amoug the stovck- 
holders. The Pennsylvania Company even pays 
$5,000 a year to maintain the necessary organti- 
zation of the Littie Miami, so that the stock- 
holders get their 8 per cent. clear. 

“Of late,” suid Mr. Theodore Cox, Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Littie Miami, ‘“‘the Penn- 
aylvania has been buying a good deal of real 
estate here and making extensive improve- 
ments, and it wishes to charge us with them. It 
wants the 'Littie Miami to issue $500,000 of 
stock for this property and this we refused to 
do. We did not have a hand in buying it, we 
were not, indeed, informed of it until three 
years after most of the purchases had been 
made. Our board disapproved of it, and of 
course we 8eé no reason or justice in the claim. 
We have sent official notice to this effect to the 
Pennunsylvania, andift the interest is not paid [ 

resume suit will be brought, though, of course, 
Fido not know about it.”

“[ can see no reason why it should not be 
When we were running it, it never paid less 
than 8 per cent., and its business has been 
steadily growing, as the increase of terminal 
facilities shows. still, that has nothing to do 
with the question; our interest is due and it 
should be paid, and there is no reason for eharg- 
ing us with betterments which we did not 
authorize.” 

Under the lease, betterments, when ordered

MR. JEFFREY’S RETIREMENT. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 3.—E. T. Jeffrey is no longer 
General Manager of the Iliinois Central Rail- 
road. Hehada sharp disaxreement with Act- 
ing Pre-ident Harriman, and peremptorily re- 
signed, to take effect lnstauter. 

The spicy story of Mr. Jeffrey’s sudden retire- 
ment is told in a letter made public by him this 
evening. He has been over thirty years in the 
service of tie Lilinois Central, beginning as an 


office boy, and becoming step by step one of the 
foremost railway officials in the United States. 
Cc. A. Beck, Second Vice President of the road, 
will temporarily succeed him. ‘Tne aplit be- 
tween Mr. Harriman ana Mr. Jeffrey had for its 
occasun matters growing out of tue removal of 
the President’s ottice to New-York two years 
ayo, 

Mr. Jeffrey begins his narration by mention- 
ing an amendment to the company’s by-laws, 
adopted by the Directors 1p New-York last 
April, forbidding any reduction in rates by any 
ofticer without the prior approval of the Presi- 
dent, who was to immediately report bis action 
totbe board. Efforis of Mr. Jeffrey, General 
Solicitor Ayer, apd President Fish to have this 
action rescinded are related, but the 
matter was shelved by the Directors. 

In the latter part of June, When President 
Fish was in Chicago and was to sail for Europe, 
Mr. Jettrey verbaliy tendered his resignation 
unless authurized to ignore the by-law and per- 
torm the same functions as before it was adupt- 
ed. Mr. Fish, aiter a conference lasting until 
bis train was starting for New-York, told Mr- 
Jeffrey to act as originally he had dene. Mr, 
Jettrey suisequentiy wrote Mr. Fish at length 
and received w brief reply putting the agree- 
ment in black and white. 

To the surprise of Mr. Jeffrey, so his letter 
says, he yesterday received a verbal order fron: 
Acting President Harriman to refer to him 
while he was in Chicayo all applications for re- 
duced rates. Mr. Jelfrey explained bis arrange- 
ments with President Fish, anu added that 
ratber than surrender his duty he should 
retire from the company’s service at noon. 
It was then A. M. Mr. Harriman 
replied there was no other course than to en- 
force the by-law. The resignation of the 
General Manager was thereupon promptly ten- 
dered, and accepted with equal promptitude. 
Mr. Jeffrey remained until 5 P. M., **to give,”’ 
his letter explains, “a little more time to taik 
over matters pertaining tothe company’s in- 
terest.’

CONCESSIONS REFUSED TO 
LONDON STRIKERS, 

THE DOCK COMPANIES CLAIM TO BE 

GETTING WORKMEN—THE TROUBLE 
SPREADING TO OTHER CITIES. 


Lonpon, Sept. 3.—There is nothing in the 
strike situation to-day to inspire hope of an 
immediate settlement of the questions at issue 
between the dockmen and the dock companies. 

A deputation of shipowners, headed by Sir 
Donald Currie, waited upon the officials of the 
companies again to-day and urged the accept- 
ance of yesterday's proposal to allow shipown- 
ers to employ their own men to load and unload 
vessels. Mr. Norwood, for the dock companies, 
replied that they could not accede to this propo- 
sition, but would be willing to enter into a 
further discussion of all the questions involved 
with a committee of the shipowners. 

Sir Donald said he regretted that a definite 
answer could not be given to the shipowners, 
but expressed a willingness to consent to a joint 
conference. He requested that the dock offi- 
Cials express their views in writing for submis- 
sion to the saipowners at a meeting later in the 
day, to which Mr. Norwood assented. The re- 
sult of this conference destroys the chance of 
arriving ata settlement of the strike to-day, 
and embitters the feeling of the men, 

Ata meeting of the shipowners this after- 
noon, a committee was appointed to confer 
with a committee of the dock officials, in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Norwood’s suggestion. The 
dock officials state that now they have at work 
@ greater number of men than at any time since 
the commencement of the strike, and they do 
not propose to make any concessions. 

At a meeting of the Tower Hill strikers, this 
morning, it was decided to continue the strike. 
It was announced that donations to the relief 
fund had been received from France, Germany, 
and Switzerland. John Burns acknowleaged 
the receipt of £3,000 to-day. Threats have 
been made that, if Sir Donald Currrie took his 
vessels to Southampton, steps would be taken 
to prevent a single ship from unloading. 

t Rochester the police have been compelled 
to interfere for the protection of the men un- 
loading vessels in the Medway, who were at- 
tacked by strikers. / 

The Chairman of the Trades Union Congress 
at Dundee in an address dwelt upon the seeth- 
ing discontent prevalent among the working 
classes, owing to the uncertainty of their em- 

loyment and the unequal distribution of the 

ruits of their labor. e advocated the adop- 
tion of a legislative enactment making eight 
hours @ day’s work a8 a step in the right direc- 
tion. The trades unions, he said, should now 
demand a larger share in the work of molding 
the national hfe. Labor had too long lain un- 
der the heel of capital. It must arouse itself 
and assert 1ts existence. 

Mr. Buros, @idressiug @ meeting at Bermond- 
sey to-night, justified the manifesto calling for 
@ general strike or the ground that it had 
drawn greater attention to the appeal tor 
funds. He announced that he intended imme- 
diately to promote a strike in Glasgow. 

The Lord Mayor will return to London Friday 
for the special purpose of interceding with the 
dock companies in behalf of the strikers. If 
necessary he will call a meeting of citizens to 
discuss the situation. Alderman Belacy, who 
is a large shareholder‘in the dock companies, in 
a speech at Rovnhester to-night, denounced the 
action of the dock Directors. 

It is believed that the dock Directors will 
yield by Thursday. Mr. Norwood sent a tele- 
gram requesting a conference with a deputation 
of ihe strikers late this evening. 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—The Aorih German Gazette 
maintains that the London strike is closely con- 
nected with the Socialist movement. In proof 
of this statementit asser:s that the manifesto 
calling for a general strike in London was tele- 
graphed to the Sooialist paper Volks-iribune 
two days before it was issued in London. 

LIVERPOOL, Sept. 3.—The dockmen who had 
been employed on grain and flour laden ships 
here have struck for an increase of a shilling a 
day in their wages, and work on all the vessels 
has been suspended.

SAW IT. 


THE OCCULTATION OF JUPITER ATTRACTS 
MUCH ATTENTION LAST NIGHT. 


The moon and Jupiter indulged in a prétty 
race across the heavens last night, and it wound 
up In what astronomers call the occultation of 
Jupiter. People who watched the sky saw a 
very pretty sight, and moreover, the oc- 
cultation came off on time, just as 
predicted by the Government observers 
at Washington said it would. The moon was 
but a little more than half full when it started 
off to do its night’s work. It traveled west- 
ward, with Jupiter apparently chasing it and 
having pretty hard work to catch it. At 


9 o’clock the moon was getting well into the 
western sky and Jupiter looked to be about 
three feet away. The moon looked like half of 
a big custard pie, and Jupiter like a firefly. get- 
ting ready to take a bite out of it. 

From this time on those who knew that there 
was going to be an occultation craned their 
necks watching the show up in the dark-blue 
vault. Imperceptibly Jupiter crowded along 
nearer and nearer to the big i light 
of the night. Dimmer and dimmer it grew aa it 
neared the moon, its light paling into insigniti- 
cance as the light of the tallow candle pales 
into insicniticance before a caicium light. 

Little knote of spectators gathered on street 
corners up town and marked how changed and 
pale was Jupiter—a proud;enough starin its 
usual mood. At9:45 it oo to be on the very 
edge of the moon, and then, a few minutes 
later, about 9:50, as scheduled py the 
Nautical Almanac Office, the moon shut 
Jupiter out of sight entirely. Jubt be- 
tore the beginning of the occultation 
Jupiter looked like aspark that was soon 1m- 
merged ina great flame. Over the moon a lit- 
tle bunch of clouds took on the appearance of a 
halo that added beauty to the fascinating sight. 

Jupiter was due to show ap again ot 10:04, 
although it was not as easy to see the emersion 
with the naked eye as was the immersion, it 
carried out 1te partof the programme. After 
the ccculation the moon seemed to takeon a 
more reddish color as though blushing at the 
notice it had attracted.

THH KILLING OF TERRY. 


THREATS MADE BY HIM AGAINST 
JUDGES FIELD AND SAWYER. 


Ban FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Taking of testimony 
in the habeas corpus proceedings in the case of 
Deputy Marshal David Nagle, who shot and 
killed David Terry at Lathrop recently, was 
commenced in the United States Circuit Court, 
before Judge Sawyer, to-day. The State of 


| California was represented by Attorney General 


Johnson. The counsel for the defense, in open- 
ing the case, made a long statement of the cir- 
cumstances which had led to the killing of Judge 
Terry and gave asynopsis of what the defense 
propose to prove by ths witnesses who were 
to be examined. He said it would be proved that 
the life of Justice Fiela bad been threatened 
long prior to the assault in the dining saloon at 
Lathrop, and that Nagle, in shooting Terry, had 
every reason to believa that unless he did so 
these threats would be carried out. In acting 
as he did, it would be shown that he merely did 
his duty as a sworn officer of the law. 

Attorney General Johnson stated that he de- 
sired to arrange forthe argument as to the ju- 
risdiction of the Federal Court, which he consid- 


ered the main pointin the proceeding. He said 
he would not appear at the examination of the 
witnesses, but would be preprred to argue the 
jurisdiction point next week. The witnesses 

were then called and recited the details of the 

attack made upon Judge Sawyer by Mrs. Terry 

on the train between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco over a year ago. Judge Van Dyke of Los 

Angeles testified he was a passenger in the 

samé car with Judge Sawyer, and that David 
Terry and his wife entered the car at 
Fresno. Soon after the train started Mrs. Terry, 
arosé and passed up the car, glaring at Judge 
Sawyer as she passed him, and then retutned to 
her seat. A few minutes later Judge Terry 

arose and took a seat at the forward end of the 
car, facing Judge Sawyer. Mrs. Terry then 

joined him, and as he passed Judge Sawyer she 

reached over and pulled his hair. She after- 

ward took a seat behind Judge Sawyer, and the 

witness thought she intended to attack him 
with her parasol, but in a few moments she 

joined her husband and mo further trouble oc- 
curred. 

W. M. Coles of this city, who was alsoa pas- 
senger on the oar, corroborated Judge Van 
Dyke’s account of the affair, and said that after 
Mrs. Terry made the attack she joined her hus- 
band in a seat near him aud related what had 
occurred with a.great deal of glee, at which 
Judge Terry laughed. Witness heard Mrs. 
Terry say: ‘I will give him a taste of what he 
is to get hereafter. Let bim render that de- 
cision if he dares.’””’ He heard Judge Terry say 
that the only thing fit todo with Judge Sawyer 
wea be to take him out inthe bay and drown 
him. 

Marshal Franks was then called, and related 
the incident in the Circuit Court room last Se 
tember, when Mrs. Terry oe tbe read- 
ing of Justice Field’s decision. e stated that 
he attempted to remove her from the room, 
when she made a violent attack upon him, and 
Judge Terry interfered and drew a knife. A 
pistol was afterward taken from Mrs. Terry’s 
sachelL The Marshal further stated that when 
he Pp aggro to Terry an order committing him 
and his wife to jail both became very abusive 
and Terry said: ‘When I get out of jail and 
Judge Field returns to California, I will meet 
him, and it will not be a very pleasant meeting 
for him.” 

A number of other witnesses also testified as 
to the affair in the court room. Deputy Sheriff 
Woolsey, who had charge of the Alameda 
County Jail while Terry and his wife were con- 
fined there, testified that he had often conversed 
with Terry, who told him that he always oarried 
a knife. e called the iotoee and marshals 
“ours,” and said he would yet live to see some 
of them intheir graves. He was very abusive 
of Judge Field. 

An Oakland newspaper reporter testified that 
Mrs. Terry bad once told him she would proba- 
bly kill Judge Field some day. 





THE NEW-MIFXICO CONVENTION. 

SanTA FE, N. M., Sept.,3.—TheC onstitutional 
Convention was organized at noon in Repre- 
sentative Hall, fifty-three delegates being pres- 
ent out of a total membership of seventy-three. 
It was announced that several absent members 
would arrive to-night. Judge Trimble, Demo- 
crat, from Bernalillo County, was elected tem- 


porary Chairman and J. Francisco Chavers 
of Valencia County permanent  Chair- 
man. Both of them made enthusiastic 
speeches favoring Statehood. The various 
methods of getting at the business in hand 
were discussed, and a committees from each 
county was appointed to consider the three 
separate lists of committees on the various sub- 
jects which it is proposed to incorporate in the 
Constitution. These lists were submitted re- 
spectively by W. C. Hazeldine and B. 8. Rody 
of Bernalillo County, and G. W. Prichard of 
San Miguel County. All fhe counties in New- 
Mexico ure represented except Taos. 

The convention is about equally divided be- 
tween the Spanish and English speaking people, 
and in appearance is a good-looking representa- 
tive body.

PRIEST SUES A BISHOP 


BISHOP RYAN OF BUFFALO 
ACOUSHD OF SLANDER. 
THE REV. FATHER FRANOIS DENT SAYS 
HE HAS BEEN BADLY TREATED BY 

ROMAN CATHOLIO DIGNITARIES. 


Lawyer Parker, of the Buffalo firm of Day & 
Parker, came down from Buffalo yesterday 
with an affidavit and an order drawn in blank 
to submit to. Judge Bartlett in the supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, in the hope of compelling the 
Rey. Father Francis Dent, who is suing Bishop 
Stephen Vincent Ryan for slander, to furnish a 
bill of particulars. Father Dent brought suit 
early in May, and late in that month Bishop 
Ryan filed an answer making general denial of 
the charges. In substance the charges were that 
Bishop Ryan had said at divers times and places 
aod to various persons that Father Dent was a 
suspended and discredited priest, guilty of talse 
swearing and forgery and unchaste. Some 
time after the Bishop's denial was filed his law- 
yers advised him to get particulars from his 
acouser, as the best means to enable him to pre- 
pare adeieuse. That was the motion in court 
yesterday. p 

Father Dent was on hand when court opened. 
A iong string of motions was ahead of him. He 
took a seat among the lawyers and waited. 
About an hour after the time set for hearing the 
motion, Lawyer Parker sauntered in, dressed in 
imported suiting, and his bearing and appear- 
ance betokening good living and worldly pros- 
perity. The contrast between this attorney of 
@ church magnate ana the simple priest in black, 
appearing in his own behalf, was as 8 ng as 
can be afforded in typos of men within the 
province of respectability. P 

Judge Bartleut heard the Buffalo lawyer first. 
He read from a roll of neatly type-written 
paper, bouud in glazed blue covers and held to- 
gether at the top with tape and brass pins. The 
document contained the Prelate’s affidavit, in 
which he again disclaimed the utterances at- 
tributed to him and asked for particulars. 
Father Dent, as he rose to reply, held afew 
sheets of common foolscap, written partly in 
pencil, with murks of erasures, interlineations, 
and thumbings in plain sight. That was the 
aftidavit, written, boiled down, and revised with 


the unskilled hand of alayman atlaw. But he 
bad got it into shape to suit him, and his tongue 
did nut stumble when he read or explained. 

“If this motion prevail,” he began, *‘I shall 
be piaced at the mercy of the defendant. M 
charges were sufficiently clear and explicit. 
began this act'ou in good faith. In asking a 
biilof particulars he demands that I place in 
his hands ali of my weapons, that by intimida- 
tion and intrigue he may silence my witnesses. 
I submit that, having filed his denial three 
months ago, such an application is not made 
With any honest purpose. Bishop Ryan is at 
the head ofa diovese containing nearly 200 
priests and 150,000 laymen. His power 1s not 
coniined to the Church,butit extenus to politics 
and business. Catholics fear to incur his 
displeasure. Within the Church he 18 
ap autocrat. Tue poor prieste and 
nuns under him would not dare stand out 
against hii in such a matter as this, if ue were 
to appeal in advance to them. They know full 
well that they would become outcasts and suf- 
fer the curse of excommunication, refusalof the 
racraments, deniai of Christian burial. I charge 
him with using corrupt means to accomplish his 
purposes. Nearly all of my witnesses are 
Catholics. He could reach and punish them by 
the exercise of his arbitrary power. He would 
not scruple at any other means to restrain non- 
Catholics from testifying against him. 

“TI belicve he would use his power to extract 
from Catholics the exact evideuce against him; 
that, as in the past, he would connive at subor- 
nation of perjury and intimidation; that he 
would vex, harass, and annoy all of my wit- 
nesses. When [ was put on trial in Cattarau- 
gus County, as 1 believe at Bishop Ryan’s in- 
stance, Archbisbop Corrigan ordered a witness 
living within the New- York diocese whom I had 
summoned toleave the State, As that was not 
practicable, the Archbishop advised him to dis- 
Obey the subpcna. I believe that Archbishop 
Corrigan aud Bishop Ryan were In collusion in: 
that order and advice. The power of prelates 
and priests would be exerted against me wher- 
ever my witnesses might be if { were now to 
lay before the defendant my proposed course in 
working outa case. I appeal to your Honor to 
order the defendant into court. Once here, I 
promise to prove him a slanderer.” 

Judge Bartlett thought the case a simple one. 
The defendant denied the charges. If that de- 
nial were true, he ought not to be called upon to 
go into court without knowledge of the times 
and places of the alleged slanderous utterances. 
Accordingly, he should direct the plaintift co 
furnish particulars to that extent. Lawyer 
Parker producea another blue-bound packet. 
{t was an order all ready for him to sign. The 
Judge read it and then began to slash. Then he 
added something in his own language. The 
synhimetry and rounded peauty of the document 
had gone when he passed it down with his name 
attached toit. Lawyer Parker pleaded that it 
Was not customary to withhold names in such 
cases, but Judge Bartlett was not to be moved. 
The order went far enough for the present, at 
any rate, without calling for names, he said 
and it would have to standin that shape until 
more urgent necessity appeared for disclosing 
names than had yet been shown. 

“Tam satisfied with the order as issued,” 
Father Dent said on leaving court. ‘It gives 
me hope to feel that I shall get justice. Siace 
1880 I bave been in conflict with the powers 
that be. The contest has cost me dearly. My 
offense in the first place was in standing py 
what I believed to beright under canonical 
law-—-merely a question of interpretation. I 
was relieved of my charge, was baiieted about, 
and could get no hearing. To silence my de- 
mands for a hearing I was sent to Florida. The 
assiznment was exceedingly distasteful, and I 
asked to be returned North. Immediately onmy 
return I was handed a summons to Rome. 
I went to Rome and tried in vain for a hearing 
for three and one-half years, meanwhile living 
as I could. I learned while there that the 
Church wants no hearings, no investigations. 
Dread of scandal fills the Vatican. ‘he au- 
thorities would give me no satisfaction, not 
even letting me know who my accusers were. 
The conviction was forced upon me that the 
beantiful canon law, written with the strength 
and grace of inspiration, wasasham. I was 
offered parishes in Italy, in Ireland—every- 
where except America. At last the authorities 
advised me to return to America and learn do- 
cility. My case was handed over to Bishop 
Ryan for investigation. I objected to him as 
wey judge on the ground that he was corrupt. 
Nevertheless he went through the form of 
an investigation, in which no one ap- 
peared against me. He could not punish me 
by that means, but his chance came when a 

riest named Hamill of Olean, a favorite of the 

ishop’s, got into trouble over a woman. I was 
arraigned for criminal libel, charged with hav- 
ing circulated stories about him. Atthe tnallI 
proved the alleged libel to be the truth, Two 
of the witnesses confessed that they had given 
circulation to the stories. Some lettersin hand- 
writing resembling mine convicted me. I was 
sent to jail for six months. On my release I 
tried again to get justice and restoration to my 

riestly functions. [ wasinvited once more to 

ome, but one experience had been enough. 
Stories were circulated about me calculated to 
bring me into disgrace. I wrote to Rome that 
unless these stories were stopped and I could 
get justice within the Church I would try to 
save my reputation by an action in the civil 
courts. Thatis why I am here. If my witnesses 
can be letalone until the time of trial I am on- 
fident that the case pga Bishop Ryan will 
be established. I shall prove against him all 
that I charge.”

It 
was brought by Ludlow W, Valentine, the only 
son of Mrs. Valentine, to recover from Mrs. 
Richardt 410,000, alleged to have been ovtained 
from Mrs. Valentine by Dr. Richardt in 1881.

Richardt and Mrs. Valentine, who was of un- 
sound mind, has been told many times, anda 
suit is noW 1p progress tv recover frow Richardt 
moneys which, it 1s alleged, he forced from Mrs, 
Valentine by his influence over her. The 
$1U,00U which it is sought to recover by the 
present sult was invested in New-York real 
pstate in Mrs. Richardt’s name,

lar, and set upa claim that the suits brought 
against her hus:and acted as bars to the pres- 
ent one against ter. The plaintiff demerred to 
the latter purt of this answer, and Justice 
Bartlett upheld him.

BE SAYS THAT HIS DESK IN THE STREET~- 
OLBANING BUREAU WAS ROBBED. 


There was quite a rumpus at the Street-Cléan- 
ing Department yesterday morning over charges 
by ex-Acting Commissioner A. H. Rogers that 
during his absence for a week somebody nad 
broken into his desk and made off with his 
private letter book and other personal memo- 
randa, Mr. Rogers reached the office about 9 
o'clock. He had been fora week at Sewaren, 
resting and evolving strategy by which to cir 
cumvent his enemies, but, withal, going to bed 
early and acquiring the habit of rising with the 
sun. So, although the day was not young with 
him at 9 O'clock, he found none of the depart- 
ment officers on hand except James H. Smith, 
one of the bookkeepers. 

. Asingle glance at the interior of his desk dis- 
closed to Mr. Rogers the depredations commit- 
ted in his absence. Bookkeeper Smith was 
called to immediate account. He protested 
that he could give no information. Together 
the two men examined the edges and the key- 
holes of the desk. They could tind no sign of 


forcible entrance. Then Mr. Rogers’s pent-up 
energies sought an outiet in penandink. He 
wrote a note to Chief Clerk R. W. Horner. It 
was brief, but weighty and incisive. Unless 
the thief was run down and the property re- 
stored within twenty-four hours, somebody 
would have to take the consequences. Then 
Mr. Rogers bundled up the papers that were 
left to him, called upon Mr. Smith to witness 
that they were personal rather than official, and 
dispatched a messenger with them to his house. 
Mr. Rogers then went outdoors to coo! off. 

lt was pot iong before news of. the alleged 
robbery spread. among the municipal officers. 
Mr. Rogers had to hold a sidewalk levee to tell 
all about it to those who inquired. He did not- 
hesitate to.admit that the letter book contained 
important personal letters to Chamberiain 
Croker, Commissioner Gilroy, John D. Crim- 
mins, and other Tammany lignts. Winks from 
the knowing ones over this confession did not 
abash Mr. Rogers. Hedid not try to deny that 
he was currying favor in that direction.

Itis ‘‘a 
bear failure,” they say, and indicates how dan- 
gerous itis to try to combat and annul the 
“natural cenditions”’ that are inspirmg Waill- 
street’s new activity and buoyancy. The little 
bears, they argue also, are deprived of a leader 
and, lacking the protection of Mr. Musgrave’s 
calls, will not be likely to try to interfere much 
further with the market’s upward course. 


There came a slight but general reaction in 
the market after the Musgrave call contracts 


were covered. But there was still evident 
throughout the whole market unmistakable 
strength. The Grangers were especiaily buoy- 
ant. Chicago, Burlington and Quincy having 
become the leader of this group of stocks, was 
helped along by a statement of its July earn- 
ings. There wasa gain of $225,000 in gross 
earnings, and a net earnings increase of $550,- 
000, the net gain thus being about 150 per cent. 
greater than the gross inerease. 


To bring about this cheering statement the 
company cut down its operating expenses for 
the month over $325,000. Itis this tendency 
toward economy and retrenchment that is tell- 
ing quite as largely as increased traffic and bet- 
ter rates in bettering railway conditions and in- 
cideutally encouraging Wall-street. 





THE ASSOCIATION DID NOT PROSPER. 

The first hearing in the case of the applica- 
tion of the Trustees for a dissolution of the 
corporation known as the Home Provident 
Safety Fund Association of New-York was held 
yesterday afternoon at the oftice of Referee 
Charles A. Jackson at 16 Exchange-place. Formal 
proof was made of compliance with the pro- 
visions of the statute relating to the dissolution 
of corporations, and an adjournment was 
agreed upon. The next hearing will be held at 
the same place on Sept. 16. 

George 8. Hastings, attorney for the petition- 
ers, said that the corporation was organized a 
few years ago to carry on the business of oo- 





operative or assessment insurance, that it had 
never had a large membership, and that, owin 
to the ‘:alling off of membership, it could no 
possibly continue in business. e also said 
that everything had been done to protect the 
members, and that, while he could not say what 
the liabilities were, they would probably not he 
large, especially if it should be decided that the 
members now living have no claim for the 
sums they have paid in,

WORLD'S FAIR SCHEMES 


THE FINANOE OOMMITTER NOT 

RBADY TU REPORT. 

SUGGESTIONS ABOUT THE SITE STILL 
POURING IN—BROOKLYN WOULD 
LIKE TO HAVE THE PAIR. 


An executive session of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Finance Committee of the great 


World’s Fair was held yesterday at the Cham- | 
ber of Commerce, at which all the members but | 


Cornelius Vanderbilt were present. Mr. Van- 
derbilt came down from Newpurt expressly to 
attend the meeting but. was taken ill and had to 
Temain at home. 

Over an hour was spentin consultation over 
the extremely important matters that are in 
charge of the committee, and at the conclusion 
of their deliberations it was announced that they 
were not yet prepared to present anything for 
public information or consideration. They are 
fully alive tothe importance of haste in the 
premises, but are not disposed to act without 
suflicient consideration to avoid mistakes. 

There are many matters to consider, they say, 
that the average citizen does not appreciate at 
their due importance, and until all the diffi- 
culties that seem at present to beset their path 
are as thoroughly provided against as may be 
the Executive Committee will not frame their 
reeommendations, When their report shali 
eventually have been agreed upon it will be 
presented to the Committee on Finance, by 
whom it will be considered in Committee of the 
Whole before it will he given out for publica- 
tion. The Executive Committee will meet again 
next Tuesday, when a full meeting is promised. 
No meeting of the Committee on Finance 1s 
likely to be called, says Chairman Babcook, 
until he shall have received the report of the 
Executive Committee. 

Mayor Cregier and Alderman Jackson of 
Chicago calied on Mayor Grant yesterday. Of 


co@rse the World’s Fair arose in the course of 
conversation. Mayor Cregier ingenuousls asked 
why the Windy City was not the best piace for 
the fair. Mayor Grant assured him that the 
reasons why were without number, but that the 
best of them were that it would cost too much 
to carry exhibits from the coast to Chicago, and 
that the risk of transmission would be 80 much 
increased that owners of fragile articles would 
not send them irom abroad. The discussion did 
Dot last long, and at its close Mayor Grant gave 
Mayor Cregier letters introducing him to the 
heads of the departments whose institutions he 
and Alderman Jackson intend to visit. 

Mr. Charles J. Gillis, a member of the World’s 
Fair Committee on Permanent Organization, 
yesterday informed Mayor Grant that he was 
about to start on a trip around the, world, and 
added: 

‘*T intend to seek onutthe United States officials 
audthe merchants in the different cities I shall 
visit and do all { can to advance the interests of 
the coming exposition to be held here in 1892, 

“IT shall see all the merchants and manufacturers 
that I hear of who will be likely to send consign- 
ments of their goods to the exposition.” 

Mr. Frank P. Hill, Librarian of the free pub- 
lic library of Newark, N. J., wrote to the Mayor 
suggesting that a historical exnibit of the 
growth aud management of libraries be made a 
part of the great fair. He said: 

“Thirteen years have seen marvelous improve- 
ments in the management and equipment of libra- 
Ties; und the history of this work, as shown by 
books, forms, and other aids, is aa interesting phase 
of educational development.” ° 

Acablegram was received by Mayor Grant 
yesterday, in which Mr. Joseph Pulitzer de- 
clined the appointment to membership of the 
Buildings and Site Committee, on the ground 
that medical treatment prevented him, but 
stated that he would subscribe tothe World’s 
Fair fund as soon as the financial plan was 
made public, 

Dr. Martin B. Anderson, ex-President of 
Rochester University and now a resident of 
Fairhaven, Vt., has written a letter to Edward 
Atkinson approving his views as to the scope 
and purpose of the proposed Columbus Exnhibi- 
tion of 1892. He says in substance: 


“ This letter was to my mind one of the most valu- 
able and significant which has appeared since the 
topic has been under discussion. | hope that the gen- 
tlemen in charge will have wisdom enough to recog. 
nize the value of your suggestions. Une special 
illustration of your general idea occurs to me. 
was brought up in Bath, Me. My father was a 
shipbuilder. He taught me the art of modeling and 
draughting ships. I was familiar from childhood 
with every hing connected with shipping. It im- 
pressed upon me the economical importance of 
transportation. 

“In my instruction in college I have given the 
subject much attention. Some yearsago I obtained 
from Maine a biock wodel of a ship of 1,500 tons 
burden and made it the illustration of the bearing 
of transportation upon civilization in general, in- 
cluding the transfer of ‘men,’ ‘ goods,’ ‘news,’ *lan- 
guages,’ and ‘ideas.’ I prepared four lectures on 
the general subject, and especially showed, also, 
the problems, physical and mechanical, involyed in 
the constraction of ships—especially those relating 
to strength, speed, steeri ig, sail carrying, and bur- 
dens. some of ihese problems, such, for instance, 
as the form of the solid, of the least resistance in 
water, are befure the minds of physicists. 1 would 
suggest that a series ,of small wooden models shall 
be prepared giving the form and rigging of ships in 
use in the time of Columbus and the improvements 
made since. The cost of such models would not be 
large, and they would give more instruction aud 
new ideas to persons bred in the interior than any- 
thing which could be effected by a smaller expen- 
diture.” 

Wechsler & Abraham of Brooklyn are trying 
to get up a boom for that city as the place for 
the Worid’s Fair. Inaletter to Mayor Chapin 
suggesting that a meeting of citizens of Brook- 
lyn be called to consider and advocate the ad- 
mirable advantages of that city they say: *“‘As 
an inducement to the Site Committee to at least 
make an examination of our claim we offer to 
contribute the sum of $10,000 in support of the 
fair on the = condition that a Brooklyn site 
be selected. owever, whether the exposition 
be held in New-York or Brooklyn, our primary 
purpose in addressing you is to arouse Brooklyn 
sentiment and stimulate a healthy competition.” 

The vacant property at Bay Ridge, the East 
Side Park lands, and property on the Ocean 
Boulevard are referred to and the advantage of 
the Brooklyn water front spoken of. The let- 
ter concludes: * The manifest destiny of Brook- 
lyn is to be united with New;York, and with all 
due respect to the many citizens who think oth- 
erwisy, there is a strong growing sentiment 
extant In both cities favoring the marriage.” 

Suggestions as to places suitable for the ex- 
position continue to come in to the Committee 
on Sitas. K. C. Gillette favors a section from 
Eighty-sixth-street to One Hundred and Tenth- 
street just east of Central Park, witn plenty of 
frontage on the park side. _ 

J. M. Chapin called attention to a space from 
One Hundred and Thirty-tifth-street to One 


Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street along Efghth- 


avenue. A water front of a mile could be used, 
and the assessed Value of iand there was lese 
than property on Staten Island and other places 
that had been suggested. Outside of Manhattan 
Island, he said, the fair would be merely a side 
show, while on the island it would be'a part of 
New- York. 

A public meeting has been called for Saturday 
afternoon, at 4 o’clock, at the Casino, St, 
George, to take measures for presenting the 
claims of Staten Island as a place in which to 
hold the proposed World’s Fair.

A PRIBST IN P&RIL. 


THE POLISH CATHOLIC TROUBLES IN 
CHICAGO BREAK OUT APRESH. 


CHICAGS, Sept. 3.—The trouble in the Polisa 
Catholic congregation of the Holy Trinity 
Church on Nobie-street, in this clty, over the 
condact of the temporal affairs of the parish has 
broken out afresh and a serious conflict is ap- 
prehended. Two years after the edifice was 
erected the Trustees deeded the property to the 
Archbishop. Eight months ago when the realty 
was reinsured the Trustees made the policies 
payable to themselves. The Archbishop did not 
like this and trouble ensued. The congregation 
was divided into two factions, and the Trustees 
finally refused to turn the collections and pew 
rents over to the pastor. The Archbishop then 
issued to Father Kobrzynski a letter instructing 
him to take complete charge of both the spirit- 


ual and temporal affairs of the congregatiou. 
This was only to be used as a last resort. 

The priest endeavored to smooth matters 
over, and succeeded. Everything went well 
until a few weeks ago, when the rebellious few 
gained the ascendency once more. The pastor 
read the Arohbishop’s letter from the pulpit, 
and astormy scene followed. Father Kobrzyn- 
ski finally left the church, fearing personal 
violence. 

Last Saturday the entire matter was laid be- 
fore Archbishop Feehan; when the Trustees 
ot the church were notified to resign their 
trusts. This they refused todo, ana the Arch- 
bishop forbade thee pastor to celebrate aught 
but low wmwasses. Sunday Father Kobrzynski 
ascended the pulpit and announced the edict of 
the head of the archdiocese. Immediately after 
& murmur went through the audience chamber. 
Some of the worshippers began to stamp. the 
floor with their feet; others threw. their rituals 
over tuelr heads, while some got - and left the 
churoh, In the midst of all this the pastor be- 
gan tO suy Mass. When it became apparent 
that no solemn high mass was to be ce 5 trae | 
men, women, and children flocked down the 
central aisle of the church in wild disorder, 

For a moment the pastor, undismayed by the 
taunts and threats of his tlock, continued his 
holy office. Whenin the middle of mass, how- 
ever, the worshippers left their seats and 
scrambled pell-meil over the siiies of the in- 
closed pews, Father Kobrzynski, fearing mob 
violence, rushed from the altar and out through 
the parsonage way. He was secreted for sever- 
al hours by personal friends, who feared the 
excited people would use nim roughly if they 
laid bunds on him. It is expected that the 
See will deal severely with the offend- 
ing parishioners, and trouble is anticipated. 





REPUBLICANS OBJECT. 


AND ELIZABETH WILL NOT BE REDIS- 
TRICTED THIS YEAR. 


ELIZABETH, N. J. Sept. 3.—This city will not 
be redistricted this year. At least so the Re- 
publicans who control the City Council have 
decreed. The matter came up for action last 
night, but all the projects advanced by the com- 
mittee selected to prepare a plan for an equi- 
table redistriction of the wards were voted down 
by the Republican Councilmen. The latter held 
@ seeret consultation a few nights ago with the 
leaders of the party in this city, and atter a 
long discussion it was decided to oppose reais- 
tricting, as being injurious to the supremacy of 
the Republican Party in Elizabeth. This caucus 
virtually settled the tate of the new measure, 

The scheme of the Republicans is to force the 
Democrats to carry out the provisions of tne 
Marsh Legislative act, which declares that it 
shall be the duty of the City Council to divide 
into two wards such Wards as cast 1,000 votes 
at the last Presidential election, and that in the 
event of failure on the part of the Council to do 
this such wards must at the next election 
choose two representatives to the City Council, 
which would make that body consist of twenty- 
four members instead of sixteen. As three out 
of the four waras affected py this act are Demo- 
cratic, and as the measure was formulated by a 
Democrat, the onus for an increased represen- 
tation in the Council, which is not desired by 
the taxpayers, would fall on that party. The 
Republicans argue the question in this way 
ana also threaten to make a test case of the 
validity of the law and to carry the matter to 
the Supreme Court. They claim to have the 
opinion of eminent lawyers that the act is spe- 
cial legislation, in that it applies te Elizabeth 
only, and therefore will be declared unconati- 
tutional. The Republicans also claim to have 
discovered that the amendments made to the 
act as originally intruduced have been fatal to 
its legalivy. 





NEW ENEMY OF COTTON. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 3.—A.new worm, as dis- 
tinguisbed from the army worm, has made its 
appearance in this county duriog the past four 
years. It is not the regular army worm, but it 
is just such a cormorant and is playing havec 
with the cotton. It has done damage hereto- 
fore, but nothing like to the extent that has 
been and is being done just now. This littie 
worm resembles very much the caterpillar thet 
is usually found in fruit trees. He is larger, but 
has more fur on his body, and when matured 


has black and green streaks down his back. 
They are three weeks earlier this year than 
ever heretofore, 

The cotton is late, owing to the continuous 
rains, and tne foliage is of the rankest kind and 
furnishes good tood for the worms. They have 
utterly destroyed the cotton.on several farms. 
The farmers are distributing paris green and 
North Carolina phosphate iu quantities of one 
pound of the former to one hundred pounds of 
the latter. The mixture is sitted over the plants 
and does not hurt the fruit, but kills the worms 
as soon a8 they eat the leaves, which is the only 
part of the cotton stock that they relish. In 
this respect they are totally dissimilar to the 
army worm. The latter willeat anything, in- 
cluding a pocket handkerchief, and if a lot of 
these worms are put in a cup together, they will 
eat each other until only oneremains. The luss 
of the cotton where the little worm has been is 
fully one-third of the crop. 





SUSPECTING THE WIDOW. 
REIDSVILLE, N. C., Sept. 3.—Tne sudden death 
of H. W. Morris, which occurred here Wednes- 
day last, and the circumstances whicnb have be- 
come known since have greatly excited our 
people. Mr. Morris, a year ago, was married to 
Miss Cora May Seales, one of the belles of the 
place. It was said at the time that Miss Seales 
was coerced into the marriage, and this fact was 
known to Morris. As soon as the ceremony was 
performed, Mrs. Morris refused to permit the 
exercise of any marital: right, and the couple 
lived this way until the death of the husban 
Morris insured his lifeashort time ago for 
$10,000 for the benefit of his wife, and at the 
same time he made his will bequeathing all his 
estate to his wife. Wednesday, morning last 
Mr. Morris was found dead in his ped, and the 
hysicians say that he died from inhaling chloro- 
orm. The husband and wife lived in separate 
apartments in the same house, with no one 
therein but themselves during the night. The 
wife protests her innocence and there is no evi- 
dence against her. Public opinion is very mucn 
against Mrs. Morris, although the Coroner’s in- 
quest failed to disclose any new facts. The 
case has been put inthe hands ofa Richmond 
detective. 





KNIFED BY A RUOFFIAN., 

PaTERSON, N. J., Sept. 3.—While at a picnic 
‘on the island at Paterson last night John H. 
Mallon, a respectable young, mar, who was 
there with his wife and ohild, was grossly in- 
sulted by a drunken young ruffian named John 
Brophy. When he reproved Brophy the latter 
sought to strike him but was taken away by 
the committee. 

Soon after Mallon started for home with his 


wife and child. He had Le arely a block away 
when Brophy came be stabbed 
him in the head, then with another ust cut 
one ear in two, and with a third: blow plunged 
the knife deep into his neok, coming within a 
sixteenth of an inch of one of the arteries, 
Mallon was taken home in a critical condition.

The attention of Public Works Commissioner 
Gilroy was called to these legends by a reporter 
of THE TIMEs yesterday, and Le was asked what 
he had to say concerning them. ‘I have noth- 
ing to say,” he answered, ‘“‘but that it is ap- 
parent to me that some persons are undertak- 
ing to use the workingmen to force this depart- 
ment to Dreak its rules, which are founded on 
the law and are for the preservation of the in- 
terests of the taxpayers. Contractors are chaf- 
ing under our enforcement of the rule that pav- 
ing blocks used by them shall conform in size 
to the specifications of the contracts, and that 


the foundations for pavements shall be made 
any as they were agreed upon. They have 
from time to time been compelled to stop usin 
irregular blocks, and they have then stopp 
work temporarily, telling their men that the 
cause of their idleness was the wrongdoing of 
the Tammany Commissioner of Public Works. 
Tuat is the explanation of those banners in tne 
Labor Day procession. I have no wish to an- 
Loy contractors, but I shall continue to insist 
that they shali do their work as they have 
agreed to do it, and no fear of the political mia- 
fortune which 1s threatened by the inscriptions 
on the banners shall deter me, nor shall threats 
of violence to my suvordinates who are sup- 
porting my hands! 

Water Purveyor Burke, who has the super- 
vision of the new pavements and who has com- 
pelled the removal of bad work and stones of 
improper size, was warned last week that he 
had better not appear on the streets on Labor 
Day. He had done his duty, and for doing it he 
Was given 10 understand he would be assaulted 
by men misled by other men, whose grievance 
is that he has prevented them from drawing 
money out of the City Treasury to which they 
were not entitied—prevented them from doing 
work 10 @ manner scandalous to everybody 
connected with it. 

“The reasou for those banners being dis- 

layed ou Monday,” said Water Purveyor 

urke, ** is undoubtedly in the fact that, under 
instructions from Commissioner Gilroy, I have 
held the pavement contractors strictly to the 
terms of their contract. IL have insisted that 
blocks of larger or smaller size than those pro- 
vided for should be culled out and carted away, | 
and wien [I have found such blocks already 
laid I have stopped the paving aud compelleu 
the unfit material to be taken,out. I have aise 
seen to it that where six inches of cuncrete 
have been provided for in a contract they 
should be laid, although the contractor pre- 
ferred to save himself from loss by laying only 
one inch. Of course, this system toa cer- 
tain extent interfered with the work of the 
pavers. But that is not my fault. It is the 
result of the dishonesty of the very men who 
have told the workmen that this department is 
causing them to lose time. 

* Just look at matters as they are,” continued 
Mr. Burke, *‘ and then tell me whether it is not 
hard for men in public office to do their duty. 
One contractor [ have compelled to remove 
200,000 blocks of granite which were either toe 
large or too small for use. He has, therefore, 
repeatedly stopped work, causing his pavers to 
jose time. Yet he ought to have been 12 a con- 
dition to employ his men on other contracts on 
which he was asking for delay. The trouble 
Was that he did not have honest material ready, 
and then he told his men that their idleness was 
our fault, Another contractor came \here and 
begged to be permitted to use irregular blocks 
because he had bought 1,400,000 of them some 
time ago, supposing that the laxity of inspec- 
tion to whicn he had been used would continue 
to be the rule. It is not the rule, snd he is much 
disturbed. Other contractors whom I have 
compelled to culi out bad paving blocks have 
kept me on the alert all the time to overcome 
their trickery. 

**One contractor up town culled the stones 
and then, when the inspector had gone home 
after6o’clock, he had them thrown back in- 
stead of carting them away. A Police Sergeant 
saw the work dune and reported it. I had the 
blocks again inspected and sorted over and saw 
to it that the untitones were carted away. It 
was fordoing work such as this that [ was in- 
formed last week that it would be dangervas 
for me to be on the streets on Labor Day. I 
toid my informant where I would be on thas 
day, and [have no fear that any workingman 
would assault me. Ido not wish to antagonize 
contractors, but I am employed to see that they 
do their work properly, and they must do it.” 


MONEY FOR THE APPLEY FAMILY. 

Judge Barrett of the Supreme Court yester- 
day granted a motion made by ex-Judge Sam- 
uel Jones, Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, 
to have Edward Schell, trustee of the estate of 
Jacob Appley, directed to pay Mrs. Mary Ap- 
pley $1,000 a year from the income due her 
froin the estate of her husband, Jacob Alexander 
Appley. Mrs. Appley obtained a separation from 
her husband over ten years ago, and Mr. Schell 
was at that time directed to pay her $1,000 a 
year. Mr. Appley began proceedings against 
Mr, Schell, who was paying judgment creditors 
of Appiley out of the income of the trust funde, 
and Mrs. Appley’s alimony was stopped. But 
last Fébruarv an interlocutory judgment was 
entered directing Mr. Schell to pay Appley $425 
a month for the support of himself and tamily. 
This interlocutory judgment did not provide 
for Mrs. Appiey, but Judge Barrett decides that 
it was not mtended to run against the earlier 
judgment, and that a provision to that effect 
may be added. 
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JOHANNA MULV/IHILLI’S FATAL JUMP. 

An inquest was heid yesterday in the case of 
Johanna Mulvibill, a young woman who died at 
Bellevue Hospital on Aug. 1 from injuries re- 
ceived by jumping from a window at 73 Mont- 
gomery-street onJune4 Inher ante-mortem 
statement she said that Daniel Sullivan, a well- 
known thief with whom she had been living until 
his brutal treatmentforced her to leave him, pur- 
sued her with a carving knife and that she 
jumped from the window to escape being 
stabbed. Mrs.Loudon, whose husband was a rela- 
tive of thedead girl, and from whose apart- 
ments she jumped, testified that she was absent 
at the time of the occurrence, but on her return 
she found a carving knife upon the window 
sill. The jury held Sullivan responsible for the 
girl’s death and he was committed to the Tombs 
to await the action of the Grand Jury.

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NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION DIRECT-. 
ORS RATIFY THE TRANSFER, 


The transfer of Creedmoor, the famous ahe>t- 
ing ground of the National Riffe Association, ta 
the State of New-York was formally agreed te 
at a meoting of the Board of Directors yester~ 
day in the association’s quarters in Temple 
Court. There were present Gen. George W. 
Wingate, Chairman; Capt. John 8 Shepherd, 
Secretary; Major Edward Duffy, Gen. Charles F. 
Robbing, Mr. J. H. Brown, and Mr. Duane. 

Gen. Wingate presented for the consideration 
of the board a formal consent to the conveyance 
of the property, bearing the signatures of more 
than two-thirds of the Directors of the associa- 
tion, active and ex officio. The legal require- 


ments having been complied with, Major Duffy 
offered the foliowing resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the President and secretary ofthe 
association be and are bereby authorized and di- 
rected to execute to the State of New-York a con- 
veyance of the range anil property at Creedmoor, se 
as tocomply with Chapter 540 of the Laws of 188, 
and to aflix the seal of the association thereto. 

By this action the 3tate will become possessed 
of close upon 225 acres of ground, with the 
buildings, rifle ranges, and appurtenances at 
Creedmoor, for the nominal sum of $25,000, 
The National Rifle Assuciation, on its part, is 
relieved of all responsibility for suits growing 
out of its occupancy of the ground and main- 
taining a ritle range, and is assured the use of 
the range for ten days in each year for the hoid- 
ing of its annual Fall prize meeting for a period 
of ten years, with a presumptive right to the 
renewal of that privilege. 

In order that the transfer might be legally 
executed it became essential that a President 
of the association should be elected, Gen. John 
B. Woodward, the Vice-President of the associa- 
tion, who ‘has been acting in that capacity, 
being in ee and on-motion of Major Duffy 
Gen. Wingate was unanimously chosen. 

Gen. Wingate said that the committee on the 
entertainment of the Massachusetts rifle team 
had a balance of cash on hand of $75, and 18 
was voted that this sum should be added toa 
fund to provide goid medals for the members 
of the Bay State team. The thanks of tne as- 
sociation. were returned to Capt. Robert P. 
Bush of the Twenty-sixth Separaie Company of 
Elmira for his exertions in securing the passage 
of the Creedmoor Transfer bill by the Legislat- 
ure, and toJ. H. Steward of London, the staff 
officers of the First and Second Brigades, and 
Benedict Brothers for prizes contributed to the 
pending Fall meeting. 





BURROUGHS PAYS THE DUTY. 

The case of Horace F, Burroughs, the export 
lumber dealer, which has been occupying more 
or less attention in Custom House circles for 
some days, was settled yesterday. A few 
weeks ago Burroughs’s presce. at Hant- 
er’s Point was closed up by ordef of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury because mnuch lumber was 
missing from the bonded partofthe yard. For 
several days Special Treasury Agents were 
busy waking au investigation, and they finsily 
reported that the shortage of lumber upon 
which the duty had not been paid was 2,843,- 
156 feet. 

Burroughs had deposited $6,000 in cash so 
thatthe unbonded portion of the yard could be 
opened for business. The duty on the 2,843,156 
feet of lumber was $5,686 31, and Burroughs 
paid this sum yesterday out of the six-thousand- 

ollar deposit. The Collector will decide to-day 
whether the yard will be restored to its ald 


status or not.
